Whereas,  The  Outdoor  Recreation  League  has  at  its  own  expense  maintained  for  nearly 
two  years  and  is  now  maintaining  on  the  park  grounds  a  large  open-air  gymnasium,  as  well  as 
playgrounds  for  children,  gratefully  and  regularly  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  sections 
adjoining  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Outdoor  Recreation  League  strongly  protests  against  any  so-called 
improvement  of  the  William  H.  Seward  Park  which  does  not  provide  for  ample  playgrounds  and 
facilities  for  open-air  recreation  and  exercise. 

Resolved,  That  municipal  authorities  are  herewith  respectfully  petitioned  and  urged  not  to 
sanction  any  improvement  plans  which  do  not  fully  satisfy  the  needs  of  that  neighborhood.

My  Dear  Sir — The  Settlement  household,  representing  eighteen  people  who  have  lived 
and  worked  on  the  East  Side  for  many  years,  and  the  directors  and  members  of  over  thirty  clubs 
and  classes,  do  earnestly  request  that  you  look  into  the  appropriation  (last  Thursday)  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  the  Seward  Park,  and  beg  that  you  use  your  in- 
fluence to  have  the  direction  for  its  expenditure  so  expressed  that  the  largest  space  of  the  park  be 
reserved  for  play  for  the  children.  We  have  always  in  deep  thought  the  moral  and  physical 
well-being  of  our  neighbors  and  our  patients,  and  do  believe  that  nothing  is  more  important  than 
a  suitable  play  space  for  the  children  and  young  people.

My  Dear  Sir— I  am  informed  that  the  question  of  the  improvement  of  Seward  Park  will 
come  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to-day,  and  that  the  proposed  plan  contemplates  a  maximum 
of  *'  park  ''  and  a  minimum  of  "  playground  "  features. 

Mrs.  Bier  and  I  are  actively  interested  in  the  work  of  giving  the  Inhabitants  of  the  congested 
district  in  which  this  breathing-spot  is  situated  a  chance  to  live  rather  than  merely  exist,  and  we 
know  from  personal  observation  the  value  of  playgrounds  in  the  moral  and  physical  development  of 
the  children,  and  the  necessity  of  giving  the  children  the  greatest  possible  space  in  which  they  may 
freely  give  vent,  in  decent  play,  to  the  natural  animal  spirits  of  youth  ;  in  the  absence  of  legitimate 
playing  space  they  have  for  years  had  the  choice  only  between  their  crowded,  ill-ventilated, 
unsanitary  habitations  and  the  streets,  where  they  not  only  interfere  with  traffic,  but  enjoy  the 
(comparatively)  fresh  air  at  the  risk  of  life  and  limb  ;  if  the  children  had  more  playgrounds,  our 
court  calendars  would  be  less  crowded  and  clogged  with  "negligence"  suits,  and  fewer  parents 
(as  loving  as  we,  though  poorer)  would  mourn  the  loss  of  their  children,  or  be  compelled  to 
support,  or  to  let  the  City  support,  their  crippled  ones. 

I  therefore  earnestly  request  you,  and  through  you,  the  Honorable  Body  over  which  you 

preside,  to  give  this  phase  of  the  question  your  consideration,  and  to  give  to  the  children  a  real 

playground  rather  than  a  **park"  with  "keep  oflF  the  grass"  signs  to  mock  them.     Be  assured 

the  children  will  appreciate  it,  and  who  serves  the  children  earns  the  gratitude  of  their  parents  and 

friends.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  he  concurs  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Highways,  and  therefore  recommends  that  the  said  resolutions  be  adopted.

{Papers  referred  to  in  preceding  Report,) 
The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Highways,  to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  communica- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  of  The  City  of  New  York,  with 
accompanying  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  routes  and  general- plan,  respectfully 

REPORT  : 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  find  that  by  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  plan 
there  wiU'be  a  saving  to  the  City  of  from  $50,000  to  $75,000,  and  that  the  proposed  change  will 
not  only  straighten  the  line,  doing  away  with  a  bad  curve,  but  will  shorten  the  distance  about  a 
•quarter  of  a  mile,  and  thus  facilitate  transit.  The  reason  given  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Commis- 
-sioners  for  this  route  not  being  chosen  in  the  first  place  is  that  at  the  time  of  th^  approval  of  the 
origrinal  plans,  i.  e.,  namely,  in  1897,  there  >as  no  street  laid  out  where  the  proposed  change  is 
contemplated,  and  as  this  part  of  the  road  is  to  be  elevated,  it  was  essential  that  it  follow  the  line 
•of  some  thoroughfare  ;  consequently  the  curve  in  the  original  plan  was  adopted.  The  proposed 
change  is  to  be  along  the  line  of  streets  since  laid  out.  There  is  absolutely  no  objection  to  this 
modification  of  plan  by  the  property  holders  in  the  neighborhood. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  resolutions  be  adopted.

Whereas,  On  or  about  the  21st  day  of  February,  1900,  and  immediately  after  the  execution 
of  the  contract  for  construction  and  operation,  the  City,  acting  by  the  Board,  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  Contractor,  modifying  the  said  contract  for  construction  and  operation,  the  said 
modifying  contract  being  hereinafter  styled  the  Agreement  for  Modification  of  Contract ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Contractor  has  deposited  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  certain  security  for 
the  performance  of  the  said  contract  for  construction  and  operation  on  his  part,  and  has  given 
certain  bonds  as  further  security  for  such  performance,  and  upon  such  bonds  there  are  sureties  as 
follows:  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company;  The  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty 
Company;  The  City  Trust,  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Company  of  Philadelphia  ;  American  Surety 
Company  of  New  York  ;  National  Surety  Company,  and  Perry  Belmont ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Contractor  desires,  and  the  Board  approves,  a  modification  of  the  routes  and 
general  plan  for  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  referred  to  m  the  said  contract  for  the  construction 
and  operation,  as  set  forth  in  certain  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  on  21st  June,  1900,  a  copy 
of  which  is  hereto  annexed,

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  subject  to  the  consents  hereinafter 
provided, 

It  is-agreed  that  the  said  contract  for  constraction  and  operation,  and  the  routes  and  general 
plan  therein  mentioned,  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  modified  as  follows  :  - 

By  striking  from  the  said  routes  the  portion  thereof  beginning  at  a  point  under  Eleventh 
avenae  on  the  centre  line  thereof  produced  and  eleven  hundred  and  five  feet  north  of  the  centre 
line  of  One  Hundred  and  Ninetieth  street,  and  runnmg  thence  under  or  over  (as  may  be  most 
convenient)  private  property  to  a  point  at  the  southeast  end  of  Ellwood  street,  near  Hillside  street, 
and  thence  over  £llwood  street  to  Kingsbridge  avenue  or  Broadway  ;  thence  over  Kingsbridge 
avenae  or  Broadway  as  now  proposed  to  a  point  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Amsterdam 
avenue  and  south  of  Riverdale  avenue  ;  and  by  inserting  in  the  said  routes  instead  of  the  portion 
thereof  thus  struck  out  the  following,  to  wit  : 

Beginning  at  the  point  under  Eleventh  avenue  on  the  centre  line  thereof  produced  above 
named,  namely  eleven  hundred  and  five  feet  north  of  the  centre  line  of  One  Hundred  and  Ninetieth 
street,  and  running  thence  under  and  over  Eleventh  avenue  and  private  property  to  Naegle 
avenue  ;  thence  along  and  over  Naegle  avenue  to  Amsterdam  avenue  ;  thence  along  and  over 
Amsterdam  avenue  to  the  said  point  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Kingsbridge  avenae  or 
Broadway,  and  south  of  Riverdale  avenue  as  aforesaid. 

The  general  plan  of  construction  of  the  portion  of  the  route  hereby  substituted  shall  be  as 
follows : 

The  tracks  shall  be  placed  in  tunnel  from  the  south  end  of  said  portion  to  a  point  on  private 
properly  between  Eleventh  and  Naegle  avenues,  within  200  feet  from  the  westerly  side  of  Eleventh 
avenue,  and  northerly  over  the  rest  of  the  portion  of  the  route  hereby  substituted,  shall  be  carried 
upon  a  viaduct.  There  shall  be  at  least  two  parallel  tracks,  with  the  right  at  any  time  to  add  a 
third  track  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  in  all  other  respects  the  provisions  of  the  general  plan  of  con« 
struction  set  forth  in  the  said  contract  for  construction  and  operation  shall  be  applicable  to  the 
portion  of  the  route  hereby  substituted. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  contractor  shall  become  entitled  to  additional  payment  for 
such  additional  work  and  materials  as  shall  be  made  necessary  by  the  changes  hereby  provided, 
and  the  City  shall  become  entitled  to  abatement  from  the  contract  price  by  reason  of  the  diminu* 
tion  in  work  and  materials  by  reason  of  such  changes,  the  amounts  of  such  additional  payments 
and  such  diminution  [to  be  determined  as  provided  in  Chapter  II.  of  the  said  contract  for  con- 
struction and  operation. 

Provided,  however,  and  it  is  expressly  agreed  that  this  agreement  shall  take  effect  when  and 
only  when  the  following  consents  hereto  and  approvals  hereof  shall  be  duly  had,  to  wit :

The  consent  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  in  value  of  the  property  along  streets  or  such 
portions  of  streets  as  are  included  in  the  portion  of  routes  by  this  agreement  proposed  to  be  sub- 
stituted as  aforesaid  ;  or  if  such  consent  cannot  be  obtained,  then  in  lieu  thereof  the  determina- 
tion of  three  Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
duly  confirmed  by  the  said  Appellate  Division. 

The  plan  hereto  annexed  is  intended  to  show  the  modification  of  the  routes  as  hereby  pro- 
posed.

Dear  Sir — ^The  New  Amsterdam  Gas  Company  is  the  only  concern  that  has  connection  with 
Blackwell's  Island.  On  January  23,  1899,  although  it  was  impossible  for  competitive  bidding, 
because  no  other  gas  company  could  furnish  gas  to  Blackwell's  Island,  this  Department  adver- 
tised for  gas  supply  as  a  matter  of  form.  Theie  was  no  bid.  The  New  Amsterdam  Gas  Com- 
pany had  such  a  monopoly  that  it  did  not  even  take  the  trouble  ot  going  through  the  form  of 
bidding.  It  knew  that  the  Department  would  have  to  get  its  gas  for  Blackwell's  Island  frem 
that  company  or  go  without.  On  February  19,  1899,  three  copies  of  a  contract  for  the  New 
Amsterdam  Gas  Company,  which  was  practically  a  renewal  of  the  old  contract,  were  sent  "to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  approval  and  the  contract  was  awarded  and  executed.  When  the  con- 
tract reached  the  Comptroller,  however,  he  refused  to  sign  the  Comptroller's  certificate  because  no 
copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  authorizing  the  contract  had  been  sent  to  him. 
The  Municipal  Assembly  had  never  authorized  the  contract.  I  presume  that  the  present  pro- 
ceedings are  to  obtain  authorization  for  the  payment  of  the  bills  of  the  New  Amsterdam  Gas 
Company.

Gentlemen — I'he  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  July  24,  1900, 
passed  a  resolution,  as  provided  for  in  chapter  147,  Laws  of  1894,  approving  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  certain  additional  work  on  the  bridge  over  Harlem  river,  between  First  and  Willis 
avenues,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $19,600,  and  also  authorizing  the  Comptroller,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Municipal  Assembly,  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  amount  of 
$182, 155.17  for  the  completion  of  said  bridge.  This  sum  of  $182,155.17,  which  .includes  the 
$19,600  mentioned  above,  is  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  Corporate  Stock  heretofore 
issued  and  the  total  $2,000,000  authorized  by  law,  and  is  needed  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  land  and 
for  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  which  is  now  nearing  completion.

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This  additional  work  cannot  be  done  except  in  connection  with  the  general  work  of  con- 
struction  and  by  the  contractor  whose  contract  covers  the  whole  structure,  without  considerable 
extra  cost  to  the  City  and  serious  delay  and  inconvenience  to  the  public,  and  I  therefore  trans- 
mit herewith  a  form  of  ordinance,  granting  me  the  power  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  present 
contractor,  John  C.  Rodgers,  for  this  work,  without  public  letting,  and  beg  that  you  will  pass  it 
without  delay.

The  aunount  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  school  districts  in  the  Town  of  Hempstead  which  are  partly  within 
The  City  of  New  York,  which  will  be  chargeable  to  The  City  o(  New  York,  has  not  jret  been  judicially  determined . 

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  appears  that  the  net  funded  debt,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  Corporation,  has  increased  $24,949,334.97  during  the  year  1900.  But  during  this  period 
the  amount  of  the  bonds  which  appeared  on  January  i,  1900,  to  be  outstanding  but  not  recorded, 
or  not  approved  as  to  legality,  has  been  reduced  in  the  sum  of  $4,440,917.39,  so  that  the  actual 
increase  has  been  $20,508,417.58. 

Even  this  increase,  however,  appears  at  first  sight  to  be  so  remarkable  as  to  call  for  explana- 
tion, and  I  particularly  invite  your  analysis  of  the  detailed  statement  hereinafter  presented. 

The  statistics  therein  contamed  demonstrate  that  this  showing,  which  might  appear  discredit- 
able to  those  unfamiliar  with  matters  of  municipal  finance,  or  which  might  be  made  to  appear  so 
by  sensationalists  of  hostile  prejudice  determined  to  distort  the  truth,  is,  in  reality,  most  creditable 
to  the  administration  over  which  I  have  the  honor  to  preside. 

The  total  bond  issues  of  the  year  1900,  excluding  revenue  bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  of  that  year,  amounted  to  $39,133,534.22,  of  which  $5,388,335.94  were 
special  revenue  bonds,  redeemable  from  the  tax  levy  of  1 901  ;  $1,067,185.35  were  assessment 
bonds,  and  $32,678,012.93  were  "  long  term  "  bonds  (Corporate  Stock),  issued  for  the  liquidation 
of  liabitities  incurred  for  public  improvements  of  various  kinds.

Of   the  $32,678,012.93  Corporate  Stock,   issued  as  aforesaid,  over  twenty  millions  were 
issued   for   the  purpose  of  liquidating  liabilities  incurred    by    The    City  of  New  York  prior 
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to  consolidation.  Part  of  this  amount  was  needed  to  provide  for  payments  on  contract 
obligations  incurred  prior  to  that  time,  but  for  which  bonds  had  either  not  been  issued 
at  all  or  else  issued  for  insufficient  amounts.  A  large  portion  of  this  twenty  millions 
was  also  needed  to  pay  awards  for  lands  taken  by  condemnation  proceedings  Instituted 
prior  to  January  i,  1898.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  use  of  the 
City's  credit  during  the  year  1900  has  been  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  old  indebtedness  ;  the 
remainder  has  been  applied  to  public  improvements  of  the  most  necessary  character.  The  policy 
of  economy  in  the  use  of  the  Cily*s  credit,  outlined  in  my  message  to  your  Honorable  Body  of 
January  3,  1898,  has  been  faithfully  observed.  It  is  not  a  showy  policy  nor  a  grateful  one  for 
any  administration,  but  the  necessity  for  it  has  been  imperative  during  the  past  three  years  owing 
to  the  orgy  of  financial  extravagance  which  was  indulged  in  prior  to  consolidation.  This  process 
of  liquidation,  though  still  incomplete,  has  so  far  progressed  that  it  is  certain  that  at  the  end  of 
this  year,  if  the  exceptional  liability  on  the  Rapid  Transit  contract  be  excluded,  as  it  should  be, 
from  consideration,  the  indebtedness  of  this  City  outside  of  its  Funded  Debt  will  be  reduced  to 
a  minimum,  and  a  most  satisfactory  comparison  can  be  made  with  the  staggering  burden  of  debt 
of  this  character  assumed  on  the  date  of  consolidation. 

Thus  on  January  I,  1898,  the  City  was  indebted  in  the  sum  of  $15,954,871.95  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  lands  condemned  for  public  purposes,  the  title  to  which  had  vested  in  the  City,  but  for 
which  no  bonds  had  been  authorized  or  issued.  This  class  of  liability  (including  new  acquisitions ' 
subsequent  to  consolidation)  amounted,  on  January  i,  1901,  to  only  $5,972,278  24 — a  reduction  of 
$9,982,593.71.  On  January  i,  1898,  the  City^s  net  indebtedness  on  contracts  payable  from  the 
proceeds  of  bonds  in  excess  of  cash  available  therefor  was  $16,296,524  96,  and  on  January  i,  1901 
(including  all  new  liability  of  this  character  assumed  since  consolidation,  excepting  only  the 
Rapid  Transit  contract)  was  $5,030,370.69— a  reduction  of  $11,266,154.27.  In  other  words,  the 
debt  of  the  City  not  represented  by  bonds  has  been  reduced  in  the  la&t  three  years  no  less  than 
$21,248,747.98.

In  the  foregoing  statemenl  there  has  been  separated  from  other  City  expenditures  the  appro- 
priations for  the  Fund  for  Street  and  Park  Openings,  Redemption  of  and  Interest  on  the  City 
Debt  and  County  charges  and  expenses,  including  State  taxes,  for  the  reason  that  these  items  are 
not  to  any  substantial  extent  subject  to  the  control  of  the  local  authorities.  Clear  and  detailed 
explanations  of  these  items  have  been  furnished  by  the  Comptroller  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  in  reports  presented  at  the  time  of  considering  the  budgets  for  each  year.  The 
year  1898  has  not  been  included  in  this  statement  because,  while  the  budget  for  that  year  was 
subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  new  City  of  New  York 
during  that  year,  nevertheless  the  financial  operations  of  the  Charter  was  not  fully  experienced 
until  the  year  1899,  and  any  comparison  which  included  1898  would,  therefore,  be  misleading. 

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  comparison  that  the  City  appropriations  (excluding  the  items 
referred  to)  increased  $3,769,705.41  in  1900  over  1899,  and  $+,303,767.56  in  1901  over  1900. 

As  these  alarming  increases  have  occurred  in  spite  of  the  most  earnest  efiForls  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  enforce  economy,  it  is  desirable  to  inquire  into  the  causes 
thereof,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  what  relief,  if  any,  can  be  obtained  from  burdens  of  taxa- 
tion, of  which  our  taxpayers  have  just  cause  for  complaint. 

Of  the  increase  of  $3,769,705.41  in  1900  over  1899,  $1,554,058.14  is  in  the  Department  of 
Education,  $1,373,942  having  been  specifically  appropriated  in  that  year  for  increases  of  teachers' 
salaries,  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  Ahearn  Act. 
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The  increase  of  $1,072,237.49  in  the  appropriation  for  charitable  institutions  was  only 
apparent,  as  the  effect  of  charging  the  budget  with  payments,  theretofore  made  from  the  Excise 
Fund,  was  to  increase  correspondingly  the  General  Fund  for  the  Reduction  of  Taxation,  and  the 
net  tax  levy  remained  in  that  respect  unchanged. 

In  the  Park  Department  an  increase  of  $45,000  was  made  in  the  appropriations  required  by 
law  to  be  made  to  the  several  museums  under  private  management  located  in  the  parks.  The 
Police  Department  appropriation  was  increased  $194,906.52,  to  provide  for  mandatory  increases 
of  poli':emen's  salaries  and  for  election  purposes.  In  the  Street  Cleaning  Department  there  was 
an  increase  of  $455,482.26,  most  of  which  was  required  to  carry  into  effect  in  the  Borough  of 
Brooklyn  the  mandatory  provisions  of  the  Charter,  relative  to  the  extension  of  the  Manhattan 
system  of  street  cleaning. 

The  Fire  Department  appropriation  was  increased  $397,012.37,  largely  on  account  of  the 
mandatory  provisions  of  section  740  of  the  Charter,  relative  to  the  equalization  of  pay  of  Brooklyn 
firemen  and  promotions  throughout  the  entire  force.  In  the  remaining  appropriations  the 
decreases  substantially  offfet  the  increases. 

The  causes  of  the  increase  of  $4,303,767.56  in  the  budget  of  1901  over  1900  are  even  more 
apparent. 

Ninety-one  per  cent,  thereof  is  to  be  found  in  the  appropriation  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, which  increased  $3,918,706.60,  nearly  all  of  which  was  due  to  the  mandatory  "  four-mills  ** 
provision  of  the  so-called  Davis  Law. 

The  increase  of  $103,000  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Board  of  City  Record,  is  chiefly  due  to 
the  increased  cost  of  publishing  voluminous  statistics  of  various  kinds,  required  by  recent  acts  of 
the  Legislature.  The  increase  of  $38, 125  in  the  Park  Department  is  more  than  accounted  for 
in  the  additional  amount  of  $58,125  provided  for  the  private  museums  above  referred  to,  apart 
from  which  the  appropriation  of  the  department  was  really  reduced. 

The  increase  of  $63,000  in  the  appropriation  of  the  Department  of  Finance  is  due  to  the 
necessity  of  proper  investigation  of  the  millions  of  dollars  of  claims  for  prevailing  rates  of  wages 
filed  under  the  Labor  Law. 

The  appropriation  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  was  increased  $50,000  in  order  to 
meet  in  part  the  demand  from  the  outlying  boroughs  for  greater  speed  in  the  preparation  of  topo- 
graphical maps  and  in  order  to  hasten  the  completion  of  assessment  lists  on  improvements  for 
which  the  City  has  advanced  large  sums  of  money  which  should  be  collected  by  it  withoat  delay. 

The  comparatively  small  increase  of  $85,125.25  in  the  appropriation  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Buildings,  Lighting  and  Supplies  is  due  to  the  necessity  of  extending  public  lighting  in 
new  streets  which  have  been  opened  to  the  public  use  and  to  the  opening  of  the  new  Rivington 
street  bath. 

In  the  Department  of  Water  Supply  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  a  new  aj'propriation  of 
$75,000  for  laying  water-mains  in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  in  order  to  remedy  a  defect  in  the 
Charter,  which  renders  it  doubtful  whether  bonds  can  be  issued  for  that  purpose. 

Outside  of  these  items  the  reductions  exceed  the  increases.

SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  1900,  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the 
Municipal  Assembly,  an  issue  of  bonds  was  authorized  for  school-houses  and  sites  to  the  extent  of 
$3,500,000,  distributed  among  the  Boroughs  as  follows  : 

Manhattan  and  Bronx $1,900,000  00 

Brooklyn 1,200,000  00 

Queens 250,000  00 

Richmond 150,000  00 

In  the  year  1899  a  bond  issue  for  the  same  purpose  was  authorized  to  the  extent  oi  $7,672,640, 
distributed  as  follows :

In  the  Budget  for  1901  provision  has  been  made  for  a  further  issue  of  $3,500,000  of  bonds 
for  the  same  purpose.      When  this  issue  has  received  your  sanction,  and  at  the  close  of  the  ye^ 
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1901,  the  City  will  have  authorized  in  three  years  an  increase  of  its  bonded  indebtedness  for  the 
purpose  of  school-houses  and  sites  alone  in  the  aggregate  of  $14,673,640. 

BRIDGES. 

During  the  year  1900  bonds  to  the  amount  or  $4,000,000  were  authorized  to  be  issued  lor  the 
purpose  of  canying  on  the  construction  of  the  New  East  River  Bridge.  During  the  year  past  the 
work  of  construction  has  so  far  progressed  that  the  anchorages  of  the  bridge  have  been  completed 
so  far  as  can  he  done  before  the  completion  of  the  cables.  The  steel  towers  have  been  erected 
and  cable  saddles  have  been  placed  thereon  ready  for  cable  making  to  begin.  The  spans  con- 
necting  the  steel  towers  of  the  anchorages  are  well  advanced,  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be 
completed  within  sixty  days.  Preparations  are  being  made  to  begin  the  erection  of  temporary 
foot  bridges,  which  serve  as  false  works  for  the  support  of  the  main  cables  during  erection.  It  is 
expected  that  the  construction  of  these  temporary  foot  bridges  will  bs  completed  and  the  work  of 
constructing  the  main  cables  begun  during  the  approaching  spring. 

During  the  past  year  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  additional  bridge,  known  as  Bridge  No.  3,  between  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan 
and  Brooklyn,  has  been  duly  authorized  ;  the  plans  for  the  proposed  bridge  have  been  approved 
by  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States,  and  the  contract  for  soundings  and  borings  has 
been  awarded,  and  the  necessary  soundings  and  borings  have  been  completed.  The  application 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Bridges  in  the  matter  of  acquiring  title  to  necessary  lands  was  referred 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  the  Comptroller  for  examination  and  report, 
and  will  undpubtedly  receive  early  action.  In  addition,  a  form  of  contract  and  specifications 
for  the  construction  of  tower  foundations  have  been  prepared  by  the  Bridge  Department. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  between  the  Boroughi  of  Manhattan  and  Queens  were 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  in  September,  1899,  ^ind  that  officer  declined  to  take  action 
upon  them  until  furnished  with  the  specific  authority  for  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  An 
ordinance  authorizing  the  building  of  the  bridge  was  introduced  in  the  Council  on  November  18, 
1899,  but  it  was  not  finally  adopted  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  until  it  passed  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  on  November  8,  1900,  receiving  my  approval  on  the  isth  day  of  November.  Not- 
withstanding that  a  copy  of  this  ordinance  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  whose  approval  of  the  plans  is  necessary  before  actual  construction  of  the  bridge  can  com- 
mence, he  has  up  to  this  date  failed  to  act  upon  the  same. 

RAPID  TRANSIT. 

In  February,  1900,  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  awarded  a  contract 
for  the  building  of  a  system  of  underground  rapid  transit,  extending  from  the  City  Hall,  in  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  through  that  borough  and  into  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  The  Board 
having  fixed  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work  at  $36,500,000,  made  requisition  upon  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  that  amount  of  money,  and  on  March  I,  1900,  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  authorized  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  of  the  City  of  New  York 
in  that  amount.  During  the  year  1900  therefore  a  system  of  Rapid  Transit  which  has  been  so 
long  promised  to  the  people  of  the   city  and  so  long  looked  forward  to,  has  taken   definite 
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shape  and  its  completion  has  been  assured  by  the  execution  of  a  contract  for  the  doing  of  the 
necessary  work  and  by  the  assumption  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  an  aggregate  indebtedness  of 
$3^>5^coo,  the  amount  necessary  to  carry  out  and  complete  the  proposed  system  according  to 
the  plans  and  specifications  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners. 

It  is  further  gratifying  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  work  under  the  proposed  contract  has 
been  commenced  promptly  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  and  is  steadily  progressing. 

It  still  remains  lor  the  City  to  provide  such  an  addition  to  the  system  already  adopted  as  will 
insure  an  adequate  and  complete  system  of  underground  rapid  transit  between  the  boroughs  of 
Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  and  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn.  While  the  demand  for  rapid  transit 
may  proceed  from  boroughs  or  localities  in  the  city,  the  benefits  to  l>e  derived  from  it  are  shared 
by  the  city  as  a  whole.  During  the  year  1900  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners have  taken  up  given  consideration  to  proposed  plans  for  this  necessary  extension  to  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  formalities  required  by  law  as 
prerequisite  to  the  laying  out  cf  a  route  and  the  awarding  of  a  contract  for  doing  the  work  will 
be  complied  with  during  the  current  year.  When  this  is  done,  the  local  authorities  can  be  relied 
upon  to  obligate  the  City  for  the  necessary  cost  of  construction,  due  regard  being  had  to  the 
Constitutional  debt  limit.

In  my  Message,  presented  to  you  at  the  opening  of  your  session  last  year,  I-  called  your 
attention  to  **the  many  reasons  which  existed  for  prompt  action  on  your  part  upon  the  numerous 
questions  which  necessarily  under  the  Charter  provisions  will  come  before  you,  in  relation  to  the 
initiation  and  carrying  on  of  public  works,"  and  I  pointed  out  that  **  unnecessary  delay  in  such 
matters  may  result  in  pecuniary  loss  to  the  City,  and  it  cannot  fail  to  disarrange  the  plans  for 
public  improvements  made  by  the  heads  of  administrative  departments."  The  following  state- 
ment prepared  from  your  records  by  the  City  Clerk  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
shows  the  issues  of  bonds  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  still 
remaining  unacted  on  by  you,  with  the  dates  when  the  same  were  introduced  in  your  respective 
houses.

The  records  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  show,  both  in  the  instances  just  set  out,  and  in  other 
cases  where  during  the  year  final  action  was  taken,  that  months  intervened  between  the  authori- 
zation of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  final  concurrence  of  the  Municipal 
Assembly.  In  many  instances  where  failure  of  action  on  your  part  existed  during  the  past  year, 
it  appeared  that  the  bond  issues  were  only  asked  for  to  carry  out  contracts  or  to  complete  public 
works  begun  and  partially  completed,  and  for  which  the  City  was  definitely  obligated.  In  some 
cases  contractors  and  persons  directly  sufifering  from  the  delay  incident  to  non-action  on  your  part 
invoked  the  aid  of  the  courts  10  compel  by  mandamus  the  performance  of  public  duty. 
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Such  delays  have  resulted  not  merely  in  delaying  the  completion  of  important  public  works, 
but  have  also  compelled  the  City  to  pay  out  of  its  treasury  thousands  of  dollars  for  interest  on 
awaids  for  lands  taken  for  public  purposes,  when  such  payment  was  wholly  unnecessary,  as  the 
City  could  at  any  time  borrow  all  the  money  requisite  to  meet  its  obligations  at  rates  much  less 
than  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  allowed  by  law  in  such  cases. 

The  provisions  of  the  present  Charter  require  for  the  adoption  of  ordinances  authorizing  public 
works  the  affirmative  votes  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  of  the  Munici- 
pal Assembly.  This  means  twenty-two  affirmative  votes  in  the  Council  and  forty-five  m  the  Board 
of  Aldermen.  This  provision  permits  an  obstructive  minority  of  small  size  to  hold  up  ordinances 
for  bridges,  public  buildings  and  public  improvements  generally.

Hon,  Bird  S.  Coler,  Comptroller  : 

Sir — Hod.  Henry  S.  Kearny,  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  Lighting  and  Supplies,  in  a 
communication  under  date  of  October  27,  1900,  calls  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  old  Ninth 
Precinct  Station-house  on  Gates  avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  which  is 
City  property,  and  which  he  advises  be  reconstructed  to  make  the  same  suitable  for  court  pur- 
poses. 

The  courts  which  it  is  proposed  to  put  in  are  the  Second  District  Municipal  Court,  now  located 
at  Nos.  794  and  796  Broadway,  and  the  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates'  Court,  corner  of  Gates  and 
Reid  avenues,  both  of  which  are  located  in  leased  buildmgs. 

The  Commissioner  states  that  plans  and  specifications  were  made  for  the  reconstruction  of  this 
building  by  the  Department  of  City  Works  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  bids  were  received 
therefor  on  July  26,  1897,  varying  from  $17,800  to  $28,000,  from  which  he  concludes  that  the  work 
can  be  accomplished  at  the  present  time  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $25,000,  and  for  which  he  asks  an 
appropriation  in  that  sum. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  opportune  to  call  your  attention  to  certain  communications 
which  have  been  received  in  relation  to  the  remodeling  of  this  building  by  people  living  in  the 
vicinity,  in  which  they  claim  that  a  building  in  the  wrecked  condition  that  this  one  now  stands 
in  is  not  only  a  nuisance  but  a  decided  detriment  to  the  surrounding  property. 

These  two  communications,  one  from  George  A.  Mott  and  from  Messrs.  Hirsh  &  Rasquin,  as 
attorneys  for  William  Zang,  are  inclosed. 

I  fully  agree  with  the  Commissioner  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  this  building  should  be 
remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  courts  above-mentioned,  as  numerous  complaints  have  been  received 
in  regard  to  the  present  location  of  these  courts,  and  also  it  would  seem  advantageous  to  utilize 
said  property  and  keep  the  same  in  good  condition. 

I  would  say,  in  conclusion,  that  should  the  appropriation  be  made  and  before  this  contract  is 
advertised,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  be  called  upon  to  decide  if 
there  remains  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  accept  any  one  of  the  bidders^when  this 
contract  was  first  advertised  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn.

Sir — I  have  received  your  commanication  of  November  20,  1900,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  condition  of  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house, 
located  on  Gates  avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  which  is  City  prop- 
erty, and  should  be  reconstructed  to  make  the  same  suitable  for  court  purposes. 

"  The  courts  which  it  is  propo-ed  to  locate  in  this  building  are  the  Second  District  Municipal 
Court,  now  located  at  Nos.  794-796  Broadway,  and  the  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates'  Court, 
corner  of  Gates  and  Reid  avenues,  both  of  which  are  located  in  leased  buildings. 

'*  It  appears  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  appropriated  for  use 
in  1897  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  making  alterations  and  repairs  to  the  building.  On  March  ii, 
1897,  orders  were  received  from  the  then  Ciiy  Works  Commissioner  10  prepare  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  cause  advertisement  to  be  made  in  the  Corporation  newspapers  for  estimates  for 
doing  the  work.  The  first  advertisement  appeared  on  June  22,  1897.  Proposals  were  received 
July  6,  1897,  and  it  was  found  that  the  lowest  estimate  exceeded  the  appropriation  by  $8,742. 
Orders  to  modify  the  plans,  if  |>ossible,  to  cover  an  expenditure  within  the  appropriation  were 
issued.  On  July  12,  1897,  orders  to  readvertise  for  bids  on  a  modified  plan  were  issued  and  five 
estimates  were  received.  These  estimates  again  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  and 
the  Commissioner  of  City  Works  applied  to  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  for  a  transfer  of 
$7,000  from  unexpended  balances  to  the  account  of  alterations  to  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station- 
house.  This  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  but  the  then  Comptroller  did  not 
make  the  transfer. 

**  On  August  24,  1897,  the  Commissioner  of  City  Works  entered  into  a  contract  with  M.  Gib- 
bons &  Son  at  a  price  set  forth  in  their  proposal  of  July  26,  1897,  to  wit,  the  sum  of  $21,875. 

**  This  contract  was  signed  by  the  contractors,  their  sureties,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  City 
Works  and  the  Mayor,  and  attested  by  the  then  City-Clerk,  but  was  not  certified  by  the  Comp- 
troller as  required  by  section  3  of  title  18  of  the  Charter  of  said  city,  which  said  section  reads  as 
follows : 

«*  *  No  contract  or  agreement  for  any  purpose,  involving  the  payment  of  any  money,  shall  be 
valid  anpl  binding  against  said  city,  unless  the  comptroller  shall  certify  or  indorse  on  such  con 
tract  or  agreement  that  the  means  required  to  make  the  payments  under  such  contract  are  pro* 
vided  and  applicable  thereto.     *    *     * » 

**  You  have  previously  held  that  uncertified  contracts  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  did  not 
become  binding  obligations  of  said  city,  and  as  it  is  important  that  something  should  be  done  in 
this  matter,  it  is  requested  that  you  will  advise  me  if  there  remains  any  legal  obligation  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  complete  the  uncertified  contract  entered  into  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn 
with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  and,  if  not,  is  there  any  legal  obligation  to  accept  any  one  of  the  bid- 
ders whose  proposals  were  received  when  this  contract  with  Gibbons  &  Son  was  first  advertised 
•by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn. 
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**  I  have  endeavored  to  present  the  facts  in  relation  to  this  contract  as  briefly  as  possible;  but 
for  your  information  I  have  inclosed  the  communications  received  by  this  Department  in  relation 
to  this  subject." 

In  reply  thefeto  I  would  i-ay  that  the  contract  of  M.  Gibbons  &  Son  for  the  making  of  repairs 
and  alterations  to  the  building  known  as  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Staiion-house,  located  on  Gates 
avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  has  been  the  subject  of  several  com- 
munications from  me  and  has  been  brought  to  the  consideration  of  the  Court.  At  the  time  this 
contract  was  awarded  to  Gibbons,  the  amount  of  his  bid  exceeded  the  amount  appropriated  for 
the  purpose. 

Subsequently  the  Common  Council  attempted  to  transfer  from  unexpended  balances  sufficient 
moneys  to  make  good  the  difference  between  the  bid  and  the  appropriation.  This  transfer, 
however,  was  never  made  by  the  Comptroller,  he  claiming  that  there  was  no  unexpended 
balance  available  for  the  purpose.  The  contract  was  never  certified  by  the  Comptroller  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  in  consequence  of  this  failure 
to  certify  the  contract  never  became  valid  and  binding  against  the  City.  (Chapter  583  of  the 
Laws  of  i888.  Title  XVIII.,  Section  3.) 

A  mandamus  proceeding  was  brought  by  Gibbons  to  compel  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York  to  certify  to  his  contract.  In  this  proceeding  the  Comptroller  answered  that  no  funds 
had  come  into  his  possession  from  the  old  City  of  Brooklyn  beyond  the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  for  the  purposes  of  this  contract,  and  the  Court  .refused  to  order  him  lo 
certify  the  contract  under  those  circumstances.  (People  ex  rel.  Richard  Gibbons  vs.  Bird  S. 
Coler,  Comptroller,  41  App.  Div.,  463.) 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  there  is  no  legal  obligation  upon  the  pan  of  the  City  to  complete  the 
uncertified  contract  entered  into  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  nor  is 
there  any  legal  obligation  lo  accept  any  one  of  the  bidders  whose  proposals  were  received  when 
this  contract  with  Gibbons  &  Son  was  first  advertised  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn,  as  each  of 
these  bids  exceeded  the  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose.

Dear  Sir— In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  leases  the  property,  Nos.  794  and  796  Broadway, 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  used  for  court  purposes,  for  the  Second  District  Municipal  Court,  for  which 
lease  expires  November  I,  1900,  I  deem  it  advisable  to  give  you  the  following  information  in 
relation  thereto,  and  to  make  special  recommendation  in  regard  to  the  matter  : 

**  The  portion  of  the  premises  occup'ed  by  the  court  consists  of  the  second  story  of  a  brick 
building,  approximately  40  feet  wide  by  50  feet  deep.  The  floor  space  is  divided  into  five  small 
.rooms  and  one  large  room.     Three  of  these  small  rooms  are  used  by  the  court  officers,  and  two 
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are  used  by  the  judge.  The  large  room  is  used  as  the  court  proper.  All  the  small  rooms  are 
badly  located  for  the  special  work  of  the  court.  The  ceilings  are  Io"wr  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
ventilation  and  lighting  conveniences  are  bad.  The  staircase  leading  to  the  court-room  is  very 
narrow  and  ill-suited  for  an  entrance  to  a  public  building,  particularly  in  a  structure  where  a 
great  many  people  are  called  upon  to  assemble.  Furthermore,  the  toilet  accommodations  are 
inadequate  and  badly  arranged  for 'a  place  of  this  character.  Moreover,  an  elevated  railroad  and 
several  trolley  lines  pass  in  front  of  the  building,  thereby  creating  a  noise  which  materially  inter 
feres  with  the  business  of  the  court.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the  summer  months  when  the 
condition  of  the  weather  requires  the  windows  to  be  opened.  For  this  accommodation  the  City 
pays  a  rental  of  $1,000  per  year.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  if 
it  is  found  necessary  to  renew  the  lease  at  all,  it  should  be  limited  to  a  one  year  term,  and  that, 
in  the  meantime,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  new  quarters  for  this  judicial 
chamber. 

Concerning  the  question  of  new  quarters  for  this  court,  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  1897  definite  steps  were  taken  by  the  old  Department  of  City  Works  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  to  fit  up  the  oH  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house,  on  Gates  avenue,  near 
Marcy,  for  district  court  purposes.  These  plans  and  specifications  are  now  on  file  with  this 
Department,  and  the  work  might  be  taken  up  from  the  point  where  it  was  left  ofif  by  the  Brooklyn 
authorities  before  consolidation,  and  quickly  carried  out.  The  project  would  have  to  be  adver- 
tised and  bids  for  the  work  solicited  as  soon  as  funds  were  provided.  The  original  plans  of  this 
structure  meditated  the  occupancy  of  the  projected  building  by  the  Second  District  Municipal 
Court,  and  the  present  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates'  Court.  The  former  was  to  be  located  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  building,  and  the  latter  on  the  lower  floor.  Both  of  these  tribunals  are 
now  occupying  leased  property,  for  which  the  City  is  paying  a  combined  rental  of  $2,350  per 
annum.     This  amount,  you  will  observe,  is  equal  to  4  per  cent,  interest  on  $58,500  per  year. 

On  July  26,  1897,  bids  were  received  for  remodeling  this  building,  as  per  the  plans  and 
specifications  referred  to  above,  as  follows  : 

J.J.  Cashman — 

For  work  complete $28,000  00 

Omitting  certain  named  work 24,652  00 

F.  J.  Kelly  &  Son— 

For  work  complete 28,000  00 

Omitting  certain  named  work 23,972  00 

M.  Gibbons  &  Son—

Omitting  certain  named  work 21,875  ^^ 

J.C.Carlin— 

For  work  complete 23,700  00 

Omitting  certain  named  work 17,800  00 

Leonard  Bros 19,70000 
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These  figures  make  aii  average  price  of  $24,755  ^^^  ^^^  work  complete. 

I  should  say  that  $25,000  would  be  required  now. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  urge  upon  you  too  strongly  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  securing 
the  necessary  funds  to  make  the  required  alterations  for  court  purposes  in  thii  former  station- 
house  building.     Briefly,  a  few  of  them  are  : 

Interest  on  cost  ($25,000),  at  4  per  cent.,  $1,000  as  against  rentals  of  $2,350;  two  courts  in 
in  one  building  ;  judicial  chambers  situated  away  from  the  noise  of  an  elevated  railroad  and  of 
trolley  ;  better  light,  ventilation,  toilet  accommodations  ;  offices  and  rooms  so  arranged  as  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  courts  in  the  best  possible  manner  ;  wide  staircases,  commodious  cells, 
record  rooms. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I  desire  to  place  before  you  some  facts  from  the  records  of 
this  Department  which  were  gathered  for  the  benefit  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  William  Walton, 
when  this  project  was  under  consideration  in  the  fore  part  of  1898.     In  substance,  they  are  : 

'  The  Board  of  Estimate  in  1896  appropriated  for  use  in  1897  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  making 
alterations  and  repairs  to  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Ninth  Precinct  Police,  on  Gates 
avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue.  On  March  xi,  1897,  orders  were  received  from  the  then  City  Works 
Commissioner  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  and  cause  advertisement  to  be  made  in  the 
corporation  newspapers,  in  his  name,  for  estimates  for  doing  the  work.  The  first  advertisement 
appeared  on  June  22, 1897.  Proposals  were  received  July  6, 1897.  The  lowest  estimate  exceeded 
the  appropriation  by  $8,742.  Orders  to  modify  the  plans,  if  possible,  to  cover  an  expenditure 
within  the  appropriation  were  issued.  This  it  was  found  impossible  to  do  along  the  lines  of 
good  workmanship.  On  July  12,  1897,  orders  to  readvertise  for  bids,  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  City  Works,  on  a  modified  plan  were  issued.  This  was  done,  and  five  estimates 
were  received.  These  estimates  again  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  appropriation.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  City  Works  applied  to  the  Common  Council  for  a  transfer  of  $7,000  from  unexpended 
balances  to  the  account  of  altering  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house.  This  resolution  was 
passed,  but  whether  or  not  the  amount  was  ever  set  aside  by  the  Comptroller  does  not  appear. 
On  August  24,  1897,  orders  were  issued  to  make  a  contract,  in  the  name  of  the  Commissioner  of 
City  Works,  with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  at  the  price  set  torth  in  their  proposal  of  July  26,  1897,  for 
the  sum  of  $21,875.  This  contract  was  signed  by  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  their  sureties,  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  City  Works  and  the  Mayor  and  attested  by  the  then  City  Clerk.  It  was  for- 
warded to  the  Comptroller  for  certification.  As  far  as  can  be  learned,  that  contract  was  never 
certified  ;  at  least,  notice  to  this  effect  was  never  received  here.*  " 

The  above  report  is  made  to  me  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  this  Department  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  I  have  to  recommend  that,  in  renewing  the  lease  about  to  expire,  for 
court  purposes,  that  it  be  made  for  one  year  only,  and  that  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  pro-

Gentlemen — We  would  respectfully  request  that  a  public  hearing  be  had  on  the  subject  of 
machine  voting,  and  that  you  designate  a  time  and  place  for  such  hearing.  In  support  of  this 
request  we  would  call  your  attention  to  ihe  fact  that  in  30  or  40  cities  of  various  States  voting 
machines  were  used  in  the  recent  elections  and  that  their  achievements  were  such  as  to  put  beyond 
question  their  practicability.  It  was  demonstrated  that  they  facilitate  the  polling  of  the  vote  and 
do  away  with  the  inaccuracies  and  errors  common  to  the  use  of  the  blanket  ballot,  and  expedite 
the  announcement  of  the  result  of  an  election  to  a  degree  never  before  known.  The  saving  to  the 
taxpayers  from  the  use  of  machines  in  elections  is  very  large,  many  expenses,  including  the  cost 
of  recounts  being  entirely  done  away  with.  The  voting  machine  leaves  nothing  in  dispute  and 
no  opportunity  for  recounts.  The  elimination  of  the  human  element  from  the  registration  and 
counting  of  votes  and  the  adoption  of  a  mechanical  substitute  therefor  is  inevitable.  It  is  the 
next  and  greatest  step  in  the  development  of  election  reform.

Dear  Sir — On  the  ist  instant  the  Fire  Commissioner  transmit'ed  to  this  office  complaint 
addressed  to  him  by  a  citizen  that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  fire-hydrants  on  Printing 
House  square,  or  Park  row,  and  Centre  street,  between  Chambers  and  Spruce  streets,  for  the 
protection  of  the  large  printing  establishments  and  buildings  from  fire.  After  due  examination 
and  report  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  this  Department,  I  made  reply  to  the  Fire  Commisiioner, 
under  date  of  7th  instant,  that  the  complainant  was  wrong  in  complaining  there  were  only  two 
hydrants  covering  that  field,  as  there  are  four  hydrants  within  the  space  mentioned,  and  four  other 
large  hydrants  on  Mail  street,  in  the  immediate  vicinity;  further,  that  the  absence  of  a  water- 
main  on  the  westerly  side  of  Centre  street  and  Park  row,  fronting  on  City  Hall  Park,  and  the 
existence  of  large  vaults  in  front  of  the  printing  establishments  which  extend  into  the  carriageway, 
made  it  impossible  to  place  additional  hydrants  under  existing  circumstances.  Thereupon  I  re- 
ceived reply  from  the  Fire  Commissioner,  through  his  Secretary,  transmitting  and  approving  the 
following  report  by  the  Deputy  and  Acting  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department : 
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•*  Respectfully  returned  with  the  information  that,  in  my  opinion,  additional  fire-hydrants  are 
very  necessary  along  Centre  street  and  Park  row,  from  Chambers  to  Spruce  street,  and  as  the 
hydrants  mentioned  herein  in  Mail  street  are  too  far  distant  to  be  made  available  I  would  recom-' 
mend  that  an  additional  main  be  laid  as  stated  therein."

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Highways,  to  whom  was  referred  the  annexed  communica- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  of  The  City  of  New  York,  with 
accompanying  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  routes  and  general  plan,  respectfully 


That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  find  that  by  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  plan 
there  will  be  a  saving  to  the  City  of  from  $50,000  to  $75,000,  and  that  the  proposed  change  will 
not  only  straighten  the  line,  doing  away  with  a  bad  curve,  but  will  shorten  the  distajjice  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile,  and  thus  tacilitate  transit.  The  reason  given  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Commis- 
sioners for  this  route  not  being  chosen  in  the  first  place  is  that  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  the 
original  plans,  i.  e.,  namely,  in  1897,  there  was  no  street  laid  out  where  the  proposed  change  is 
contemplated,  and  as  this  part  of  the  road  is  to  be  elevated,  it  was  essential  that  it  follow  the  line 
of  some  thoroughfare  ;  consequently  the  curve  in  the  original  plan  was  adopted.  The  proposed 
change  is  to  be  along  the  line  of  streets  since  laid  out.  There  is  absolutely  no  objection  to  this 
modification  of  plan  by  the  property-holders  in  the  neighborhood.

Whereas,  The  Contractor  desires,  and  the  Board  approves,  a  modification  of  the  routes  and 
general  plan  for  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  referred  to  m  the  said  contract  for  the  construction 
and  operation,  as  set  forth  in  certain  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  on  21st  June,  1900,  a  copy 
of  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  subject  to  the  consents  hereinafter 
provided, 

It  is  agreed  that  the  said  contract  for  construction  and  operation,  and  the  routes  and  general 
])lan  therein  mentioned,  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  modified  as  follows  :

avenue  and  south  of  Riverdale  avenue  ;  and  by  inserting  in  the  said  routes  instead  of  the  portion 
thereof  thus  struck  out  the  following,  to  wit  : 

Beginning  at  the  point  under  Eleventh  avenue  on  the  centre  line  thereof  produced  above 
named,  namely  eleven  hundred  and  five  feet  north  of  the  centre  line  of  One  Hundred  and  Ninetieth 
street,  and  running  thence  under  and  over  Eleventh  avenue  and  private  property  to  Naegle 
avenue  ;  thence  along  and  over  Naegle  avenue  to  Amsterdam  avenue  ;  thence  along  and  over 
Amsterdam  avenue  to  the  said  point  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Kingsbridge  avenue  or 
Broadway,  and  south  of  Riverdale  avenue  as  aforesaid.

The  children  of   the  poor  people  who  are  segregated  in  that  district 

have  no  other  place  or  opportunity  of  giving  vent  to  their  youthful  spirits,  and  it  would  be  a  great 

hardship  to  them  to  have  taken  away  from  them  the  only  place  they  have  for  romping  and  playing. 

In  my  judgment,  the  matter  of  retaining  part  of  that  park  as  a  place  where  the  children  may  indulge 

in  the  healthful  pleasure  of  outdoor  sport  and  athletics  is  of  such  importunce  that  any  steps  taken 

to  interfere  with  this  opportunity  would  be  nothing  short  of  a  calamity.    This  conclusion  is  not 

only  forced  upon  me  by  my  own  observation  of  the  situation,  but  is  strengthened  by  the  judgment 

of  a  number  of  people  who  take  a  deep  interest  in  what  concerns  that  section  of  the  city,  who 

have  been  instrumental  in  urging  me  to  write  you  this  letter.

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  condition  of  the  water  supply  in  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx . 
The  residents  oi  Bedford  Park  and  other  elevated  sections  in  that  immediate  vicinity  have  had 
their  supply  of  water  greatly  reduced,  and  recently, ^in  some  localities,  no  water  has  been  supplied. 

The  situation  urgently  demands  prompt  action.  To  give  immediate  relief,  the  Department 
of  Water  Supply  proposes  to  construct  a  temporary  pumping  plant  to  pump  water  from  the  Old 
Croton  Aqueduct  to  the  main  in  Van  Cortland t  avenue,  near  Jerome  avenue. 

I  ask  your  immediate  consideration  of  and  your  prompt  action  upon  the  ordinance  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Improvements  authorizing  the  Department  of  Water  Supply  to  install  and 
operate  the  temporary  pumping  plant  in  question.

To  the  P resident y  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Dear  Sir — We,  the  undersigned  ladies  of  Bedford  Park  and  vicinity,  do  hereby  respectfully 
call  your  attention,  and  that  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  to  this  petition,  and  some  important 
facts  contained  herein. 

We  believe  it  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply  to  present  to  your 
Board  this  day  an  application  for  an  appropriation  to  erect  a  pumping  station  to  force  water  from 
the  old  Croton  Aqueduct  to  the  Williamsbridge  Reservoir,  or  to  the  mains  leading  from  the 
same,  which  supply  our  district. 

We  deem  it  right  and  proper  that  your  Honorable  Body  should  understand  fully  the  condi- 
tions which  exist,  and  which  in  our  opinion  is  the  sole  reason  for  the  absolute  lack  of  water  in  a 
district  about  three  miles  long. 
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Before  the  present  administration  there  was  sold,  let  or  privileged  to  the  Westchester  Water 
Supply  Company  (a  private  corporation)  permission  to  tap  the  mains  leading  from  the  Kensico 
watershed  ;  said  main  being  the  supply  to  the  reservoir. 

This  Company  sells  water  principally  in  ^Vestchester  County. 

The  Commissioner  has  told  us  that  he  could  not  shut  off  this  supply  because  a  section  of 
Williamsbiidge  (this  being  now  a  portion  of  Greater  New  York)  is  thus  supplied.  We  desire  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  sections  supplied  by  the  Westchester  Water  Supply  Com- 
pany have  a  superabundance  of  water  at  high  pressure  ;  while  we,  living  within  a  few  blocks  of 
the  reservoir  and  on  much  lower  ground,  could  not  until  Saturday  get  one  drop  of  water  for  any 
purpose,  for  the  past  week,  even  by  the  aid  of  pumps. 

We  desire  that  you  carefully  consider  another  point ;  that,  after  our  visit  to  the  Commissioner 
and  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  on  Friday,  the  following  day,  there  was  a  strong  pressure  in  many  of 
our  houses  up  to  the  second  stories  ;  in  some  cases  water  flowing  in  bath-rooms  where  water  has 
not  flowed  for  eighteen  months,'showing  to  your  Honor  that  water  can  be  given,  and  in  plenty,  if 
the  Commissioner  and  his  engineers  so  desire. 

The  condition  of  affairs  in  this  section  we  believe  to  be  beyond  your  possible  conception;  we 
may  at  any  day  have  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  or  other  infectious  diseases,  which  would  within 
a  few  weeks  cause  havoc  in  our  midst. 

We  have  been  told  by  the  engineer  not  to  expect  this  flow  to  continue  many  days,  which  we 
fear  might  mean,  should  your  Board  refuse  to  grant  the  appropriation  asked  for,  our  gales 
might  be  closed,  and  we  might  again  be  without  water. 

What  we  honestly  believe  can  be  done,  and  what  we  believe  the  Commissioner  should  be 
made  to  do,  is  to  close  or  partly  close  the  gates  in  the  mains  leading  to  the  Westchester  Water 
Supply  Company  and  so  divert  the  force  of  the  water  toward  our  section  and  thereby  supply  the 
citizens  for  whom  these  mains  were  laid,  and  who  pay  taxes  for  the  same. 

Gentlemen,  in  a  few  words,  force  these  gates  of  theiWestchester  Water  Supply  Company,  shut 
and  keep  them  shut,  and  we  the  citizens  of  a  distressed  district  will  get  the  relief  desired,  and 
which  we  must  have  before  the  completion  of  any  contract,  for  eight  thousand  or  eighty  thousand 
dollars.

Alderman  Bridges  asked  for  and  obtained  consent  for  the  reading  of  the  following  extract  from 
the  "New  York  Herald  "  of  February  3,  1901  : 

No.  2193. 

WATER  FOR   BRONX  ON  WOMEN'S   PLEA. 

Mayor  Van  Wyck  capitulates  to  the  fair  residents  of  the  borough — Appropriation  is  made — Board 
of  Public  Improvements  passes  a  resolution  to  give  the  much  needed  relief— Some  strong 
opposition. 

Women  have  won  an  appropriation  for  increasing  the  water  supply  in  the  Borough  of  the 
Bronx,  where  the  efforts  of  many  men  with  many  "pulls*'  proved  futile.  While  the  women 
depended  upon  the  endeavors  of  their  liege  lords  there  was  no  result.  Fifteen  fair  residents 
called  upon  Mayor  Van  Wyck  to  tell  their  grievances,  and,  presto  !  an  appropriation  of  $80,000 
Jor  a  temporary  plant  was  obtained. 

The  visit  to  -the  Mayor  occurred  on  Friday,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  met 
yesterday  to  put  through  the  measure.     There  was  some  opposition  and  an  acrimonious  discussion^ 
before  the  resolution  was  passed.     President  Holahan  proved  a  strong  advocate  of  the  women*s 
scheme. 

"The  resolution  by  which  relief  could  be  afforded  has  been  held  up  in  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  for  ten  weeks,''  he  said.  "  Any  public  board  which  would  ignore  such  a  demand  and 
overlook  such  an  emergency  ought  to  be  condemned  by  the  entire  public.     It  is  an  outrage." 
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He  said  the  temporary  pumping  plant  might  cost  as  much  as  $80,000  or  as  little  as  $40,ocx>. 
He  thought  that  the  cost  made  little  difference  where  the  health  and  comfort  of  many  residents 
of  the  city  was  concerned.  He  thought  the  resolution  should  be  passed  as  a  warning  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  placing  the  responsibility  for  the  suffering  in  The  Bronx  where  it  belonged.  The 
terms  of  the  resolution  were  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  this  Board  by  the  provisions  of 
the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
into  a  contract  for  the  construction  and  installation  of  a  temporary  pumping  station  to  pump 
from  the  old  Croton  Aqueduct,  north  of  Gun  Hill  road,  a  supply  of  from  *five  to  ten  million 
gallons  of  water  every  twenty-four  hours,  and  furnish  and  lay  the  necessary  mains  to  connect 
with  the  water-main  system  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  for  six  months  from  date  of  contract, 
to  be  paid  for  from  revenue  bond?,  in  accordance  with  section  188,  paragraph  8,  of  the  Charter, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

Commissioner  Dal  ton  said  the  Mayor  was  very  much  interested  in  the  matter,  having 
offered,  if  necessary,  to  go  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  urge  the  adoption  of  a  resolution 
authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds. 

Deputy  Commissioner  York  opposed  the  resolution  on  the  ground  that  the  matter  was 
properly  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  Commissioner  Percy  Nagle,  of  the  Department  of  Street 
Cleaning,  urged  that  the  right  action  would  be  a  resolution  calling  upon  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
to  attend  to  business. 

As  Presidents  Coogan,  of  Manhattan  ;  Bowley,  of  Queens,  and  Cromwell,  of  Richmond, 
were  unable  to  vote,  and  five  affirmative  votes  were  required,  it  seemed  as  though  the  resolution 
would  fail,  as  only  four  "  ayes  "  were  in  sight. 

"Any  man  who  refuses  to  vote  for  this  resolution  should  be  punished  by  being  compelled  to 
live  in  The  Bronx,"  cried  Mr.  Dalton.  "  In  many  sections  no  water  can  be  obtained  in  the  first 
floor  of  houses.  It  is  a  shame  and  an  outrage.  Three  of  the  city's  boilers  have  burst  through 
lack  of  water." 

**  An  engineer  who  lives  in  The  Bronx  informs  me  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  work  for 
three  days,"  put  in  Mr.  Holahan.  He  called  attention  to  the  danger  that  the  entire  section 
would  run  in  the  event  of  fire  and  to  the  urgent  necessity  for  immediate  action. 

The  day  was  saved  for  the  advocates  of  the  resolution  by  the  appearance  of  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner Donohue,  of  the  Department  of  Sewers.  A  vote  was  taken  and  as  Mr.  Donohue  said 
**  aye,"  the  resolution  was  carried.     The  Board  then  adjourned. 

In  spite  of  all  that  may  be  done,  the  water  famine  cannot  be  relieved  for  some  time.  The 
residents  of  Bedford  Park,  Williamsbridge,  and  the  upper  part  of  Fordham  are  making  loud 
complaints  about  the  scarcity  of  water,  in  many  instances  having  to  purchase  supplies  from 
water  carts. 

Alderman  Mathews  moved  that  the  paper  be  placed  on  file. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Board  would  agree  with  said  motion.

any  one  year  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.*' 

The  present  condition  of  the  water  supply  in  the  Boroujjh  of  The  Bronx  presents  an  emer- 
gency the  gravity  of  which  cannot  be  too  forcibly  stated.  The  continued  dearth  of  rainfall  in 
the  Bronx  and  Byram  river  watersheds  has  reduced  the  inflow  of  water  obtainable  from  these 
sources  through  the  Byram  river  and  Bronx  river  conduits  far  below  absolute  necessities  for  the 
health  and  sustenance  of  the  population  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  and  demands  remedial 
measures  which  can  be  executed  with  much  greater  promptness  and  in  a  much  briefer  space  of 
time  than  by  means  of  the  construction  of  a  high-service  pumping  station  near  the  Jerome 
Park  reservoir,  witli  large  radiating  mains  therefrom,  easterly  and  westerly  to  connect 
with  the  system  of  distributing  mains.  The  three  storage  reservoirs  in  the  watersheds  are 
already  practically  depleted,  and  the  receiving  and  distributing  reservoir  at  Williamsbridge 
is  depleted  by  three-fifths  of  its  normal  depth  and  capacity,  with  the  consequence  that  a  large 
percentage  of  the  houses  in  the  borough  do  not  receive  water  by  pressure  from  the  mains  higher 
than  the  first  floors,  a  smaller  percentage  can  rely  on  supply  only  in  the  basements,  and  the 
highest  elevations  in  the  borough  can  be  reached  by  pressure  from  the  distributing  mains  only 
for  a  few  hours  at  night  time.  We  are  now  in  the  season  when  freezing  temperature  may  begin 
any  day  or  hour  and  cause  further  decrease  of  natural  flow  in  the  streams  which  are  tributary  to 
this  water  supply. 

In  this  serious  emergency  it  becomes  my  duty  to  ask  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  the  adop- 
tion as  promptly  as  possible,  of  a  joint  resolution,  as  provided  for  in  the  section  of  the  City 
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Charter  above  quoted,  lequesUng  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize,  by  con- 
current vote,  the  issue  by  the  Comptroller  of  special  revenue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  eighty 
thousand  dollars  ($80,000)  for  the  installation  and  operation  of  a  temporary  pumping  plant  to 
pump  from  the  eld  Croton  Aqueduct,  north  of  Gun  Hill  road,  a  supply  of  from  five  to  ten  million 
gallons  of  water  every  twenty-four  hours  into  the  thirty-six-inch  water-main  in  Van  Cortlandt 
avenue,  near  Jerome  avenue,  through  which  such  supply  can  be  conveyed  to  and  distributed  by 
the  smaller  distributing  mains  connected  with  the  thirty-six-inch  main.

To  the  Honorable  the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York  : 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of  New  York,  constituted 
under  chapter  4  of  the  Laws  of  1891,  as  amended,  was  duly  organized,  and  after  such  organiza- 
tion conducted  the  inquest  and  investigation  necessary  in  the  premises,  as  to  whetherjt  were  for 
the  interest  of  the  public  and  of  The  City  of  New  York  that  a  rapid  transit  railway  or  railways 
for  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  should  be  established  therein ;  and  after  such 
inquest  and  investigation  has  duly  determined  that  such  rapid  transit  railway,  in  addition  to  those 
already  existing,  is  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  public  and  of  said  city  ;  and  by  the  concur- 
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rent  vote  of  six  members  of  the  Board,  has  determined  and  established  the  routes  and  general  plan 
of  construction  thereof,  and  hereby  transmits  to  your  Honorable  Body  a  copy  of  the  plan  and 
conclusions  as  adopted,  including  such  routes  and  general  plan  of  construction. 

And  the  Board  further  shows  to  your  Honorable  Body  that  the  Board,  immediately  after  the 
contract  for  the  rapid  transit  railroad  within  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  was 
made  in  February  last,  and  the  work  to  which  the  efforts  of  the  Board  had  so  long  been  directed ' 
had  been  successfully  inaugurated,  took  up  the  subject  of  rapid  transit  between  the  boroughs  of 
Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  ;  and  it  now  submits  its  conclusions. 

The  rapid  transit  railroad  already  begun  extends  from  the  end  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  near 
the  City  Hall  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  to  two  termini,  one  on  the  west  side,  near  (he 
northern  line  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  and  the  other  on  the  east  side,  in  the  northerly  part 
of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  The  next  rapid  transit  route  in  the  order  of  importance  is  clearly 
one  connecting  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  with  the  system  already  begun  ;  and  it  is  obvious  that, 
in  establishing  that  route,  it  will  be  convenient  to  extend  the  system  already  begun  from  the 
station  at  the  City  Hall  and  Brooklyn  Bridge  to  the  South  Ferry.  At  the  latter  point  connection 
will  be  made  with  ferries  to  various  parts  of  the  boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Richmond.  The 
extension  to  Brooklyn  will  thus  complete  the  system  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  to  the  south 
end  of  Manhattan  Island  ;  and  it  will,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Commission,  serve  to  improve  very 
materially  the  communications  between  Richmond  and  the  various  parts  of  Manhattan  and  The 
Bronx. 

The  Brooklyn- Manhattan  road  now  proposed  will,  from  a  point  near  the  intersection  of 
Whitehall  and  South  streets  in  Manhattan,  proceed  under  the  East  river  to  Joralemon  street,  in 
the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  ;  thence  under  Joralemon  street  to  Fulton  street  near  Borough  Hall ; 
thence  under  Fulton  street  to  Flatbush  avenue,  and  under  Flatbush  avenue  to  Atlantic  avenue, 
near  the  station  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad.  The  cost,  as  the  Board  is  advised,  will  not  exceed 
about  eight  million  dollars. 

The  Board  is  aware  that  (he  route  now  proposed  does  not  afford  a  complete  solution  of  the 
rapid  transit  problem  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn.  It  is,  however,  beyond  doubt,  the  best 
route  for  the  first  rapid  transit  connection  between  the  boroughs.  It  reaches  two  great  distribut- 
ing points  in  Brooklyn,  Borough  Hall  Park  and  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station.  The  new 
road  can  thence  be  conveniently  extended,  as  the  financial  means  of  the  city  will  permit,  to  any 
and  every  important  district  in  Brooklyn.  It  is  the  interest  of  the  City  that  the  rapid  transit 
connection  now  proposed  between  the  boroughs  should  be  promptly  constructed  rather  than  that 
the  City  and  especially  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  should  be  made  to  wait  several  years  for  the 
initiation  of  a  system  more  nearly  complete. 

The  road  is  to  be  in  tunnel,  thus  permitting  easy  connection  with  the  rapid  transit  system 
already  begun  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx.  A  tunnel  under  the  East  river  will  be  far  less 
expensive  than  another  bridge  over  it. 

The  principal  features  of  the  plan  of  construction  are  those  with  which  your  Honorable  Body 
is  already  familiar  in  the  rapid  transit  system  now  under  construction. 

I.  The  tracks  are  to  be  placed  substantially  upon  a  level,  except  when  engineering  reasons 
require  a  greater  or  less  depression  of  one  track  ; 
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2.  The  railway,  except  when  under  or  approaching  the  East  river,  is  to  be  as  near  the  stuf&ce 
as  street  conditions  will  permit,  thus  rendering  the  road  more  accessible  to  passengers.  Where 
stations  are  not  near  the  surface  they  will  be  reached  by  elevators. 

3.  The  entire  depth  of  excavation  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  railroad  and  its 
foundation  will,  except  in  approaches  from  Bowling  Green  in  Manhattan  and  Borough  Hall 
in  Brooklyn  to  the  tunnel  under  the  river,  be  only  about  twenty  feet.  There  is  no  portion  of  the 
road  now  proposed  where  construction  conducted  with  ordinary  care'involves  risk  to  neighboring 
buildings. 

4.  The  method  of  construction  proposed  by  the  Board  is  neither  experimental  nor  untried. 
The  work  will  be  attacked  at  as  many  points  along  the  route  as  may  be  desirable.  The  progress 
of  the  construction  will  be  expedited  so  that  the  discomforts  and  delays  resulting  therefrom 
will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

5.  Th^  railway  tracks  are  to  be  of  standard  gauge  and  the  railway  cars  will  be  large  and 
commodious.

COPY  RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of  New  York 
has  determined  that  a  rapid  transit  railway  for  the  conveyance  and  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  in  addition  to  those  already  existing  is  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  public  and 
of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  should  be  established  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn 
therein  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and 

Whereas,  This  Board  has  duly  made  the  inquest  and  investigation  necessary  or  proper  in  the 
premises  and  all  such  inquests  and  investigations  as  are  necessary  or  proper  for  such 
determination  ; 

Now,  therefore,  this  Board  does  hereby  adopt  the  following  route  for  an  additional  rapid  transit 
railway  in  The  City  ot  New  York  and  does  hereby  determine  and  establish  the  said  additional 
route  as  follows,  and  does  hereby  adopt  a  general  plan  of  construction  of  the  said  railway,  the 
route  of  which  is  herein  provided,  and  does  in  such  general  plan  hereby  adopted  show  as  follows 
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the  general  mode  of  operation  and  such  details  as  to  manner  of  construction  as  may  be  necessary 
to  show  the  extent  to  which  any  street,  avenue  or  other  public  place  is  to  be  encroached  upon  : 

RotUe, 

The  centre  line  of  the  route  shall  commence  at  a  point  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  at  or 
near  the  intersection  of  Broadway  with  Park  row,  being  the  point  of  commencement  cf  the  rapid 
transit  railroad  now  under  construction  upon  the  routes  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Rail- 
road Commissioners  of  The  City  of  New  York,  by  resolutions  of  the  14th  day  of  January  and  4th  day 
of  February,  1897  ;  and  each  centre  line  shall  run  thence  under  Broadway  and  Bowling  Green  to 
State  street ;  thence  under  State  street  and  Battery  Park,  to  Whitehall  street,  and  thence  under 
and  across  Whitehall  street  and  South  street  to  the  East  river  ;  thence  under  the  East  river  to  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn  at  a  point  in  Joralemon  street,  between  the  East  river  and  Furman  street ; 
thence  under  Joralemon  street  to  Fulton  street ;  thence  under  Fulton  street  to  Flatbush  avenue  ; 
thence  under  Flatbush  avenue  to  a  point  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Atlantic  avenue.  The 
route  shall  also  include  a  branch  or  loop  the  centre  line  of  which  shall  begin  at  the  point  which 
shall  be  found  most  convenient  in  Broadway,  between  Bowling  Green  and  Exchange  place,  and 
shall  run  thence  under  Broadway  to  Bowling  Green,  and  thence  under  Bowhng  Green  to  State 
street;  thence  under  and  across  the  line  of  State  street  to  Battery  Park;  thence  under  Battery 
Park  to  Whitehall  street;  thence  returning  under  Whitehall  street,  Battery  Park  and  State  street 
to  Broadway. 

The  route  shall  also  include  suitable  tracks  and  connections  in  the  nature  of  loops  under  the 
City  Hall  Park  and  around  the  City  Hall  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn.  Wherever  the  route 
passes  from  one  street  to  another,  or  from  the  street  to  the  river,  or  from  the  river  to  a  street,  the 
route  may  pass  under  private  properly  so  far  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  purposes  of  the  curve 
or  grade  of  the  railway. 

The  said  general  plan  of  construction  hereby  adopted  is  as  follows: 

For  the  whole  of  the  route  above  described,  including  each  of  the  branches  and  loops  afore- 
said, two  parallel  tracks  placed  on  the  same  level  except  that,  wherever  required  by  special 
necessities  of  surface  or  subsurface  structures,  or  other  special  or  local  necessities,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  grade  crossings,  either  track  may  be  depressed  below  the  other  track  to  a 
depth  of  not  more  than  fifty  feel ;  but  the  limitation  as  to  level  of  the  two  tracks  shall  not  apply 
to  the  portion  of  the  route  under  the  East  river.  The  tracks  shall  be  standard  gauge,  that  is  to 
say,  of  a  width  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches  between  the  rails. 

The  tracks  may  at  any  point  of  the  route  (or  of  the  branches  or  loops  therein  included)  be 
placed  in  the  same  tunnel;  or  there  may  be  a  separate  tunnel  for  each  track,  as  shall  be  most  con- 
venient ;  and  there  shall  be  a  width  in  the  tunnels  for  each  track  not  exceeding  fifteen  feet,  except 
that  at  stations,  switches,  turnouts,  curves  and  cross-overs  the  width  may  be  increased  ;  provided, 
however,  that  the  tracks  shall  be  placed  under  the  central  part  of  the  longitudinal  street  of  the 
route,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable  and  convenient.  No  wall  of  the  tunnel  or  part  thereof  shall, 
except  at  the  stations,  station  approaches,  curves  and  places  of  access  to  subsurface  structures  as 
hereinafter  provided,  be  within  a  disunce  of  five  (5)  feet  of  the  exterior  line  or  side  of  a  longi- 
tudinal street  of  the  roof.     The  roof  of  the  tunnel  when  under  a  street  shall  be  as  near  the  surface 
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of  the  street  as  grades  and  street  conditions  will  conveniently  permit.  The  tunnel  shall  not  be  less 
than  thirteen  feet  high  in  the  clear.  Wherever  necessary  to  the  proper  support  of  a  street  surface 
the  roof  of  the  tunnel  or  tunnels  shall  be  of  iron  or  steel  girders,  with  brick  or  concrete  arches, 
supported  by  iron  or  steel  columns  and  masonry  walls,  or  the  roof  shall  be  a  masonry  arch,  or  the 
whole  of  the  lining  may  be  of  iron.  Adjacent  tracks  shall  be  connected  by  necessary  and  suitable 
switches  and  connections  and  an  additional  track  for  siding  accommodations  may  be  constructed 
not  to  exceed  in  length  one-quarter  of  a  mile  for  each  mile  of  roadway  ;  and  wherever  along 
any  part  of  the  route  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance  or  accommodation  of  pipes, 
wires,  sewers  and  other  subsurface  structures,  the  width  of  the  tunnel  may  be  enlarged  on  either 
or  both  sides  by  an  additional  width  not  to  exceed  Hfteen  feet,  provided  always  that  the  limits 
hereinbefore  provided  as  to  longitudinal  streets  of  the  route  shall  be  observed.  All  or  any  pipes, 
wires,  sewers  and  other  subsurface  structures  may  be  placed  in  suitable  galleries  to  be  constructed 
within  the  additional  width  hereinbefore  permitted.  At  each  cross  street  where  accommodation 
for  pipes,  wires,  sewers  and  other  subsurface  structures  shall  be  those  provided  within  the  tunnel, 
the  tunnel  may,  in  order  to  provide  convenient  access  to  the  same,  have  within  the  limit  of  the 
sides  or  exterior  lines  of  such  cross  streets  or  such  lines  produced,  an  additional  width  on  each  side 
of  the  route  not  to  exceed  fifteen  lest,  provided  always  that  the  limits  hereinbefore  provided  as  to 
longitudinal  streets  of  the  route  shall  be  observed.  Pipes,  wires,  sewers  and  other  subsurface  struc- 
tures shall,  at  any  part  of  the  said  route  be  removed  and  disturbed  only  when  necessary  for  the  con* 
struction  and  operation  of  the  tunnel,  and  if  removed  or  disturbed  shall  be  placed  under  the  streets 
in  such  manner  and  in  such  location  that  the  use  and  service  thereof  shall  not  be  permanently 
impaired.  Such  pipes,  wires,  sewers,  and  other  subsurface  structures  shall  be  left  or  shall  be  so 
arranged  as  to  give  free  access  for  their  repair  or  alteration  and  for  the  placing  with  them  so  far 
as  there  may  be  space  of  new  pipes,  wires,  sewers,  and  other  like  structures,  and  for  making  con- 
nections between  the  .same  and  abutting  buildings  at  any  time.  Stations  and  station  approaches 
shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  at  the  intersection  of  streets  and  shall  be  built  under  streets  or 
through  private  property  to  be  acquired  for  the  puipose,  or  both  under  streets  and  through  private 
property  as  aforesaid.  The  streets  under  which  stations  or  station  approaches  shall  be  built  may 
include  cross  streets ;  but  no  part  of  any  cross  street  shall  be  used  for  a  station  or  station 
approach  at  a  distance  greater  than  seventy-five  feet  from  the  exterior  line  or  side  of  the  street  of 
the  route.  The  word  "street,'^  wherever  used  herein,  shall  include  an  avenue,  park,  or  public 
place. 

The  general  mode  of  operation  shall  be  by  electricity  or  some  other  power  not  requiring  com- 
bustion  within  the  tunnels,  and  the  motors  shall  be  capable  of  moving  trains  at  a  speed  of  not  less 
than  forty  miles  per  hour,  exclusive  of  stops.  The  manner  of  construction  shall  be  by  tunneling 
or  open  excavation.

Resolved,  That  this  Board  hereby  adopts  the  drawings  now  produced  and  numbered  i,  2,  3, 
4,  5  and  6,  as  showing  the  route  and  general  plan  hereby  adopted.

Honored  Gentlemen — As  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  and  many  com- 
plaints for  years  back,  especially  at  present,  about  the  water  supplies,  some  complaints  of  which 
when  true,  especially  when  at  many  times  it  was  so  filthy  and  of  a  very  dark,  thick  color,  with 
heavy  settlings  and  foreign  matters  in  it,  and  truly  not  fit  to  drink,  wash  in  it  or  use  it  for  cook- 
ing or  manufacturing  purposes,  and  of  a  fearful  bad  smelling  odor,  which  I  can  truthfully  state 
from  my  own  experience.

1  take  pleasure  in  informing  you,  gentlemen,  that  I  can  remedy  that  evil  and  rel'eve  the 
existing  conditions,  and  to  put  an  end  to  all  further  complaints,  systematic  attacks  and  fault- 
finding by  laying  the  most  perfect  system  for  waterworks  before  you  for  your  consideration, 
which  if  approved  by  your  administration  and  carried  out,  New  York  would  have  the  best  water 
supplies  in  the  world,  with  an  abundant  force  to  send  the  water  to  the  upper  floors  to  the  highest 
pomt  in  Greater  New  Yo  k,  and  would  do  away  with  pumps,  engines  and  water-tanks  on  roofs 
of  building,  floors  and  cellars  in  private  dwellings  and  factories.

location,  either  by  paying  the  City  the  amount  received  by  said  contractors  for  such  removal  and 
transplanting,  or  shall  furnish  to  the  City  a  new  tree  of  the  size  of  the  one  which  may  have  died, 
and  that  the  payment  to  said  contractor  or  contractors  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per 
diameter  inch  of  the  trees  so  removed,  which  measurement  shall  be  at  a  point  two  feet  frc«n  the 
ground.

Hon,  Bird  S.  Colkr,  Comptroller  : 

Sir — Hod.  Henry  S.  Kearny,  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  Lighting  and  Supplies,  in  a 
communication  under  dale  of  October  27,  1900,  calls  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  old  Ninth 
Precinct  Staicn-house  on  Gates  avenue,  near  Mircy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  which  is 
City  property,  and  which  he  advises  b:  reconstructed  to  make  the  same  suiiable  for  court  pur- 
poses. 
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The  courts  which  it  is  proposed  to  put  in  are  the  Second  District  Municipal  Court,  now  located 
at  Nos.  794  and  796  Broadway,  and  the  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates'  Court,  corner  of  Gates  and 
Reid  avenues,  both  of  which  are  located  in  leased  buildings. 

The  Commissioner  states  that  plans  and  specifications  were  made  for  the  reconstruction  of  this 
building  by  the  Department  of  City  Works  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  bids  were  received 
therefor  on  July  26,  1897,  varying  from  $17,800  to  $28,000,  from  which  he  concludes  that  the  work 
can  be  accomplished  at  the  present  time  for  a  sum  not  cxceedmg  $25,000,  and  for  which  he  asks  an 
appropriation  in  that  sum. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  opportune  to  call  your  attention  to  certain  communications 
which  have  been  received  in  relation  to  the  remodeling  of  this  building  by  people  living  in  the 
vicinity,  in  which  they  claim  that  a  building  in  the  wrecked  condition  that  this  one  now  stands 
in  is  not  only  a  nuisance  but  a  decided  detriment  to  the  surrounding  property. 

These  two  communications,  one  from  George  A.  Mott  and  from  Messrs.  Hirsh  &  Rasquin,  as 
attorneys  for  William  Zang,  are  inclosed. 

I  fully  agree  with  the  Commissioner  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  this  building  should  be 
remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  courts  above  mentioned,  as  numerous  complaints  have  been  received 
in  regard  to  the  present  location  of  these  courts,  and  also  it  would  seem  advantageous  to  utilize 
said  property  and  keep  the  same  in  good  condition. 

I  would  say,  in  conclusion,  that  should  the  appropriation  be  made,  and  before  this  contract  is 
advertised,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  be  called  upon  to  decide  if 
there  remains  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  accept  any  oie  of  the  bidders  when  this 
contract  was  first  advertised  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn.

Sir — I  have  received  your  communication  of  November  20,  1900,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

'*  My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  condition  of  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house, 
located  on  Gates  avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  which  is  City  prop- 
erty, and  should  be  reconstructed  to  make  the  same  suitable  for  court  purposes. 

*»  The  courts  which  it  is  proposed  to  lorate  in  this  building  are  the  Second  District  Municipal 
Court,  now  located  at  Nos.  794-796  Broadway,  and  the  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates'  Court, 
corner  of  Gates  and  Reid  avenues,  both  of  which  are  located  in  leased  buildings. 

"  It  appears  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  appropriated  for  use 
in  1897  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  making  alterations  and  repairs  to  the  building.  On  March  ii, 
1897,  orders  were  received  from  the  then  City  Works  Commissioner  to  prepare  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  cause  advertisement  to  be  made  in  the  Corporation  newspapers  for  estimates  for 
^oing  the  work.  The  first  advertisement  appeared  on  June  22,  1897.  Proposals  were  received 
July  6,  1897,  and  it  was  found  that  the  lowest  estimate  exceeded  the  appropriation  by  $8,742. 
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Orders  to  modify  the  plans,  if  possible,  to  cover  an  expenditure  within  the  appropriation  were 
issued.  On  July  12,  1897,  orders  to  readvertise  for  bids  on  a  modified  plan  were  issued  and  five 
estimates  were  received.  These  estimates  again  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  and 
the  Commissioner  of  City  Works  applied  to  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  for  a  transfer  of 
$7,000  from  unexpended  balances  to  the  account  of  alterations  to  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station- 
house.  This  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  but  the  then  Comptroller  did  not 
make  the  transfer. 

"  On  August  24,  1897,  the  Commissioner  of  City  Works  entered  into  a  contract  with  M.  Gib- 
bons  &  Son  at  a  price  set  forth  in  their  proposal  of  July  26,  1897,  to  wit,  the  sum  of  $21,875. 

"  This  contract  was  signed  by  the  contractors,  their  sureties,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  City 
Works  and  the  Mayor,  and  attested  by  the  then  City  Clerk,  but  was  not  certified  by  the  Comp- 
troller as  required  by  section  3  of  title  18  of  the  Charter  of  said  city,  which  said  section  reads  as 
follows : 

« 'No  contract  or  agreement  for  any  purpose,  involving  the  payment  of  any  money,  shall  l)c 
valid  and  binding  against  said  city,  unless  the  comptroller  shall  certify  or  indorse  on  such  con- 
tract or  agreement  that  the  means  required  to  make  the  payments  under  such  contract  are  pro* 
vided  and  applicable  thereto.     *    *    * » 

"  You  have  previously  held  that  uncertified  contracts  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  did  not 
become  binding  obligations  of  said  city,  and  as  it  is  important  that  something  should  be  done  in 
this  matter,  it  is  requested  that  you  will  advise  me  if  there  remains  any  legal  obligation  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  complete  the  uncertified  contract  entered  into  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn 
with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  and,  if  not,  is  there  any  legal  obligation  to  accept  any  one  of  the  bid- 
ders whose  proposals  were  received  when  this  contract  with  Gibbons  &  Son  was  first  advertised 
by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn. 

**  I  have  endeavored  to  present  the  facts  in  relation  to  this  contract  as  briefly  as  possible;  but 
for  your  information  I  have  inclosed  the  communications  received  by  this  Department  in  relation 
to  this  subject." 

In  reply  thereto  I  would  say  that  the  contract  of  M.  Gibbons  &  Son  for  the  making  of  repairs 
and  alterations  to  the  building  known  as  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house,  located  on  Gates 
avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  has  been  the  subject  of  several  com- 
munications from  me  and  has  been  brought  to  the  consideration  of  the  Court.  At  the  time  this 
contract  was  awarded  to  Gibbons,  the  amount  of  bis  bid  exceeded  the  amount  appropriated  for 
the  purpose. 

Subsequently  the  Common  Council  attempted  to  transfer  from  unexpended  balances  sufficient 
moneys  to  make  good  the  difference  between  the  bid  and  the  appropriation.  This  transfer, 
however,  was  never  made  by  the  Comptroller,  he  claiming  that  there  was  no  unexpended 
balance  available  for  the  purpose.  The  contract  was  never  certified  by  the  Comptroller  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  in  consequence  of  this  failure 
to  certify  the  contract  never  became  valid  and  binding  against  the  City.  (Chapter  583  of  the 
Laws  of  1888,  Title  XVIII.,  SecUon  3.) 
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A  mandamus  proceeding  was  brought  by  Gibbons  to  compel  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York  to  certify  to  his  contract.  In  this  proceeding  the  Comptroller  answered  that  no  funds 
had  come  into  his  possession  from  the  old  City  of  Brooklyn  beyond  the  amount  appropriated  by 
.the  Board  of  Estimate  for  the  purposes  of  this  contract,  and  the  Court  refused  to  order  him  to 
certify  the  contract  under  those  circumstances.  (People  ex  rel.  Richard  Gibbons  vs.  Bird  S- 
Coler,  Comptroller,  41  App.  Div.,  463.) 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  there  is  no  l^al  obligation  upon  the  part  of  the  City  to  complete  the 
uncertified  contract  entered  into  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  nor  is 
there  any  legal  obligation  to  accept  any  one  of  the  bidders  whose  proposals  were  received  when 
this  contract  with  Gibbons  &  Son  was  first  advertised  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn,  as  each  of 
these  bids  exceeded  the  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose.

Bon,  Bird  S.  Coler,  Comptroller^  No.  280  Broadway,  City  : 

Dear  Sir— In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  leases  the  property  Nos.  794  and  796  Broadway, 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  used  for  court  purposes,  for  the  Second  District  Municipal  Court,  for  which 
lease  expires  November  I,  1900,  I  deem  it  advisable  to  give  you  the  following  information  in 
relation  thereto,  and  to  make  special  recommendation  in  regard  to  the  matter  : 

"  The  portion  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the  court  consists  of  the  second  story  of  a  brick 
building,  approximately  40  feet  wide  by  50  feet  deep.  The  floor  space  is  divided  into  five  small 
rooms  and  one  large  room.  Three  of  these  small  rooms  are  used  by  the  court  officers,  and  two 
are  used  by  the  judge.  The  lai^e  room  is  used  as  the  court  proper.  All  the  small  rooms  are 
badly  located  for  the  special  work  of  the  court.  The  ceilings  are  low  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
ventilation  and  lighting  conveniences  are  bad.  The  staircase  leading  to  the  court-room  is  very 
narrow  and  ill-suited  for  an  entrance  to  a  public  building,  particularly  in  a  structure  where  a 
great  many  people  are  called  upon  to  assemble.  Furthermore,  the  toilet  accommodations  are 
inadequate  and  badly  arranged  for  a  place  of  this  character.  Moreover,  an  elevated  railroad  and 
several  trolley  lines  pass  in  front  of  the  building,  thereby  creating  a  noise  which  materially  inter- 
feres with  the  business  of  the  court.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the  summer  months,  when  the 
condition  of  the  weather  requires  the  windows  to  be  opened.  For  this  accommodation  the  City 
pays  a  rental  of  $1,000  per  year.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  if 
it  is  found  necessary  to  renew  the  lease  at  all,  it  should  be  limited  to  a  one-year  term,  and  that, 
in  the  meantime,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  new  quarters  for  this  judicial 
chamber. 

Concerning  the  question  of  new  quarters  for  this  court,  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  1897  definite  steps  were  taken  by  the  old  Department  of  City  Works  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  to  fit  up  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house,  on  Gates  avenue,  near 
Marcy,  for  district  court  purposes.     These  plans  and  specifications  are  now  on   file  with  this 
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Department,  and  the  work  might  be  taken  up  from  the  point  where  it  was  left  off  by  the  Brooklyn 
authorities  before  consolidation,  and  quickly  carried  out.  The  project  would  have  to  be  adver- 
tised and  bids  for  the  work  solicited  as  soon  as  funds  were  provided.  The  original  plans  of  this 
structure  meditated  the  occupancy  of  the  projected  building  by  the  Second  District  Municipal 
Court,  and  the  present  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates*  Court.  The  former  was  to  be  located  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  building,  and  the  latter  on  the  lower  floor.  Both  of  these  tribunals  are 
now  occupying  leased  property,  for  which  the  City  is  paying  a  combined  rental  of  $2,350  per 
annum.     This  amount,  you  will  observe,  is  equal  to  4  per  cent,  interest  on  $58,500  per  year. 

On  July  26,  1897,  bids  were  received  for  remodeling  this  building,  as  per  the  plans  and 
specifications  referred  to  above,  as  follows  : 

J.  J.  Cashman — 

For  work  complete $28,000  00 

Omitting  certain  named  work 24,652  00 

F.  J.  Kelly  &  Son— 

For  work  complete 28,000  00 

Omitting  certain  named  work 23,972  00 

M.  Gibbons  &  Son— 

For  work  complete 24,375  00 

Omitting  certain  named  work    21,875  00 

J.C.Carlin— 

For  work  complete 23,700  00 

Omitting  certain  named  work 17,800  00 

Leonard  Bros I9i700  00 

These  figures  make  an  average  price  of  $24,755  ^^^  ^^®  work  complete. 

I  should  say  that  $25,000  would  be  required  now. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  urge  upon  you  too  strongly  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  securing 
the  necessary  funds  to  make  the  required  alterations  for  court  purposes  in  this  former  station- 
house  building.     Briefly,  a  few  of  them  are  :• 

Interest  on  cost  ($25,000),  at  4  per  cent.,  $1,000  as  against  rentals  of  $2,350  ;  two  courts  in 
one  building  ;  judicial  chambers  situated  away  from  the  noise  of  an  elevated  railroad  and  of 
trolley  ;  better  light,  ventilation,  toilet  accommodations  ;  offices  and  rooms  so  arranged  as  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  courts  in  the  best  possible  manner  ;  wide  staircases,  commodious  cells, 
record  rooms. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I  desire  to  place  before  you  some  facts  from  the  records  of 
this  Department  which  were  gathered  for  the  benefit  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  William  Walton, 
when  this  project  was  under  consideration  in  the  fore  part  of  1898.     In  substance,  they  are  : 

'  The  Board  of  Estimate  in  1896  appropriated  for  use  in  1897  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  making 
alterations  and  repairs  to  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Ninth  Precinct  Police,  on  Gates 
avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue.    On  March  ii,  18971  orden  were  received  from  the  then  City  Works 
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Commissioner  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  and  cause  advertisement  to  be  made  in  the 
corporation  newspapers,  in  his  name,  for  estimates  for  doing  the  work.  The  first  advertisement 
appeared  on  June  22, 1897.  Proposals  were  received  July  6, 1897.  The  lowest  estimate  exceeded 
the  appropriation  by  $8,742.  Orders  to  modify  the  plans,  if  possible,  to  cover  an  expenditure 
within  the  appropriation  were  issued.  This  it  was  found  impossible  to  do  along  the  lines  of 
good  workmanship.  On  July  12,  1897,  orders  to  readvertise  for  bids,  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
n^issioner  of  City  Works,  on  a  modified  plan  were  issued.  This  was  done,  and  five  estimates 
were  received.  These  estimates  again  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  appropriation.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  City  Works  applied  to  the  Common  Council  for  a  transfer  of  $7,000  from  unexpended 
balances  to  the  account  of  altering  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house.  This  resolution  was 
passed,  but  whether  or  not  the  amount  was  ever  set  aside  by  the  Comptroller  does  not  appear. 
On  August  24,  1897,  orders  were  issued  to  make  a  contract,  in  the  name  of  the  Commissioner  of 
City  Works,  with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  at  the  price  set  iorth  in  their  proposal  of  July  26,  1897,  for 
the  sum  of  $21,875.  This  .contract  was  signed  by  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  their  sureties,  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  City  Works  and  the  Mayor  and  attested  by  the  then  City  Clerk.  It  was  for- 
warded to  the  Comptroller  for  certification.  As  far  as  can  be  learned,  that  contract  was  never 
certified  ;  at  least,  notice  to  this  effect  was  never  received  here.'  " 

The  above  report  is  made  to  me  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  this  Department  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  I  have  to  recommend  that,  in  renewing  the  lease  about  to  expire,  for 
court  purposes,  that  it  be  made  for  one  year  only,  and  that  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  pro- 
vide the  necessary  funds  for  altering  the  building  above  mentioned  and  putting  it  in  proper  con- 
dition for  occupancy  by  the  courts  indicated,  thereby  making  a  substantial  saving  in  rentals  to 

the  City.

Whereas,  In  its  present  condition  the  Manhattan  entrance  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  is  a 
menace  to  the  public  health  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  storms  of  late  winter  and  the  boisterous  winds  of  March  which  bring  disease 
and  death  in  their  train  are  now  to  be  anticipated  ;  and 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  the  people  of  the  respeclive  boroughs  of  the  Greater  New  York  are 
compelled  daily  by  the  nature  of  their  business  or  other  necessity  to  use  the  trolley  cars  of  the 
bridge  while  traveling  to  and  fro  between  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  ;  and 

Whereas,  Men,  women  and  children,  the  old  and  the  young,  and  many  of  whom  are  decrepit, 
weak  and  infirm,  and  are  liable  through  exposure  to  the  elements  to  contract  violent  colds, 
pneumonia,  the  grip  and  other  death-dealing  diseases,  are  compelled  under  present  conditions  to 
wait  for  their  respective  trolley  cars  in  an  unprotected  area  or  space  which  serves  as  a  funnel  for 
the  freezing  winds  and  the  icy  blasts,  and  are  wholly  unprotected  from  the  snow,  the  rain  and 
the  storms  that  sweep  through  the  entrance  to  the  bridge  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  ;  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Municipal  Assembly,  that  the  Commissioner  of  Bridges  be  and  he  is  hereby 
requested  to  provide  suitable  and  adequate  shelter  at  the  Manhattan  entrance  to  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  for  the  protection  of  the  traveling  public. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Board  would  agree  with  said  resolution.

Hon.  Bird  S.  Coler,  Comptroller  : 

Sir — Hon.  Henry  S.  Kearny,  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  Lighting  and  Supplies,  in  a 
communication  under  date  of  October  27,  1900,  calls  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  old  Ninth 
Precinct  Station-house  on  Gates  avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  which  is 
City  property,  and  which  he  advises  be  reconstructed  to  make  the  same  suiiable  for  court  pur- 
poses. 
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The  courts  which  it  is  proposed  to  put  in  are  the  Second  District  Municipal  Court,  now  located 
at  Nos.  794  and  796  Broadway,  and  the  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates*  Court,  corner  of  Gates  and 
Reid  avenues,  both  of  which  are  located  in  leased  buildings. 

The  Commissioner  stales  that  plans  and  specifications  were  made  for  the  reconstniclioii  of  this 
building  by  the  Department  of  City  Works  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  bids  were  received 
therefor  on  July  26,  1897,  varying  from  $17,800  to  $28,000,  from  which  he  concludes  that  the  work 
can  be  accomplished  at  the  present  time  for  a  sum  not  exceedmg  $25,000,  and  for  which  he  asks  an 
appropriation  in  that  sum.        * 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  opportune  to  call  your  attention  to  certain  communications 
which  have  been  received  in  relation  to  the  remodeling  of  this  building  by  people  living  in  the 
vicinity,  in  which  they  claim  that  a  building  in  the  wrecked  condition  that  this  one  now  stands 
in  is  not  only  a  nuisance  but  a  decided  detriment  to  the  surrounding  property. 

These  two  communications,  one  from  George  A.  Mott  and  from  Messrs.  Hirsh  &  Rasquin,  as 
attorneys  for  William  Zang,  are  inclosed. 

I  fully  agree  with  the  Commissioner  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  this  building  should  be 
remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  courts  above  mentioned,  as  numerous  complaints  have  been  received 
in  regard  to  the  present  location  of  these  courts,  and  also  it  would  seem  advantageous  to  utilize 
said  property  and  keep  the  same  in  good  condition. 

I  would  say,  in  conclusion,  that  should  the  appropriation  be  made,  and  before  this  contract  is 
advertised,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  be  called  upon  to  decide  if 
there  remains  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  accept  any  one  of  the  bidders  when  this 
contract  was  first  advertised  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn.

Sir — I  have  received  your  communication  of  November  20,  1900,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  condition  of  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house, 
located  on  Gates  avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  which  is  City  prop- 
erty, and  should  be  reconstructed  to  make  the  same  suitable  for  court  purposes. 

"  The  courts  which  it  is  propo«:ed  to  locate  in  this  building  are  the  Second  District  Municipal 
Court,  now  located  at  Nos.  794  and  796  Broadway,  and  the  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates'  Court, 
corner  of  Gates  and  Reid  avenues,  both  of  which  are  located  in  leased  buildings. 

**  It  appears  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  appropriated  for  use 
in  1897  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  making  alterations  and  repairs  to  the  building.  On  March  11, 
1897,  orders  were  received  from  the  then  City  Works  Commissioner  to  prepare  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  cause  advertisement  to  be  made  in  the  corporation  newspapers  for  estimates  for 
doing  the  work.     The  first  advertisement  appeared  on  June  22,  1897.     Proposals  were   received 
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July  6,  1897,  and  it  was  found  that  the  lowest  estimate  exceeded  the  appropriation  by  $8,742. 
Orders  to  modify  the  plans,  if  possible,  to  cover  an  expenditure  within  the  appropriation  were 
issued.  On  July  12,  1897,  orders  to  readvertise  for  bids  on  a  modified  plan  were  issued  and  five 
estimates  were  received.  These  estimates  again  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  and 
the  Commissioner  of  City  Works  applied  to  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  for  a  transfer  of 
17,000  from  unexpended  balances  to  the  account  of  alterations  to  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station- 
house.  This  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  but  the  then  Comptroller  did  not 
make  the  transfer. 

**  On  August  24,  1897,  the  Commissioner  of  City  Works  entered  into  a  contract  with  M.  Gib- 
bons &  Son  at  a  price  set  forth  in  their  proposal  of  July  26,  1897,  to  wit,  the  sum  of  $21,875. 

**  This  contract  was  signed  by  the  contractors,  their  sureties,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  City 
Works  and  the  Mayor,  and  attested  by  the  then  City  Clerk,  but  was  not  certified  by  the  Comp- 
troller as  required  by  section  3  of  title  18  of  the  Charter  of  said  city,  which  said  section  reads  as 
follows : 

"  *  No  contract  or  agreement  for  any  purpose,  involving  the  payment  of  any  money,  shall  be 
valid  nnd  binding  against  said  city,  unless  the  comptroller  shall  certify  or  indorse  on  such  con- 
tract or  agreement  that  the  means  required  to  make  the  payments  under  such  contract  are  pro- 
vided and  applicable  thereto.     *    *    * » 

**  You  have  previously  held  that  uncertified  contracts  of  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  did  not 
become  binding  obligations  of  said  city,  and  as  it  is  important  that  something  should  be  done  in 
this  matter,  it  is  requested  that  you  will  advise  me  if  there  remains  any  legal  obligation  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  complete  the  uncertified  contract  entered  into  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn 
with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  and,  if  not,  is  there  any  legal  obligation  to  accept  any  one  of  the  bid- 
ders whose  proposals  were  received  when  this  contract  with  Gibbons  &  Son  was  first  advertised 
by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn. 

"  I  have  endeavored  to  present  the  facts  in  relation  to  this  contract  as  briefly  as  possible;  but 
for  your  information  I  have  inclosed  the  communications  received  by  this  Department  in  relation 
to  this  subject.*' 

In  reply  thereto  I  would  say  that  the  contract  of  M.  Gibbons  &  Son  for  the  making  of  repairs 
and  alterations  to  the  building  known  as  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house,  located  on  Gates 
avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  has  been  the  subject  of  several  com - 
munications  from  me  and  has  been  brought  to  the  consideration  of  the  Court.  At  the  time  this 
contract  was  awarded  to  Gibbons,  the  amount  of  his  bid  exceeded  the  amount  appropriated  for 
the  purpose. 

Subsequently  the  Common  Council  attempted  to  transfer  from  unexpended  balances  sufficient 
moneys  to  make  good  the  difference  between  the  bid  and  the  appropriation.  This  transfer, 
however,  was  never  made  by  the  Comptroller,  he  claiming  that  there  was  no  unexpended 
balance  available  for  the  purpose.  The  contract  was  never  certified  by  the  Comptroller  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  in  consequence  of  this  failure 
to  certify  the  contract  never  became  valid  and  binding  against  the  City.  (Chapter  583  of  the 
Laws  of  1888,  Title  XVIIL,  section  3.) 
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A  mandamus  proceeding  was  brought  by  Gibbons  to  compel  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York  to  certify  to  his  contract.  In  this  proceeding  the  Comptroller  answered  that  no  funds 
had  come  into  his  possession  from  the  old  City  of  Brooklyn  beyond  the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  for  the  purposes  of  this  contract,  and  the  Court  refused  to  order  him  to 
certify  the  contract  under  those  circumstances.  (People  ex  rel.  Richard  Gibbons  vs.  Bird  S. 
Coler,  Comptroller,  41  App.  Div.,  463.) 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  there  is  no  legal  obligation  upon  the  part  of  the  City  to  complete  the 
uncertified  contract  entered  into  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  nor  is 
there  any  legal  obligation  to  accept  any  one  of  the  bidders  whose  proposals  were  received  when 
this  contract  with  Gibbons  &  Son  was  first  advertised  by  the  former  City  of  Brooklyn,  as  each  of 
these  bids  exceeded  the  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose.

Dear  Sir — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  leases  the  property  Nos.  794  and  796  Broadway, 

Borough  of  Brooklyn,  used  for  court  purposes,  for  the  Second  District  Municipal  Court,  for  which 

lease  expires  November  I,  1900,  I  deem  it  advisable  to  give  you  the  following  information  in 

relation  thereto,  and  to  make  special  recommendation  in  regard  to  the  matter  : 

**  The  portion  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the  court  consists  of  the  second  story  of  a  brick 
building,  approximately  40  feet  wide  by  50  feet  deep.  The  floor  space  is  divided  into  five  small 
rooms  and  one  large  room.  Three  of  these  small  rooms  are  used  by  the  court  officers,  and  two 
are  used  by  the  judge.  The  large  room  is  used  as  the  court  proper.  All  the  small  rooms  are 
badly  located  for  the  special  work  of  the  court.  The  ceilings  are  low  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
ventilation  and  lighting  conveniences  are  bad.  The  staircase  leading  to  the  court-room  is  very 
narrow  and  ill-suited  for  an  entrance  to  a  public  building,  particularly  in  a  structure  where  a 
great  many  people  are  called  upon  to  assemble.  Furthermore,  the  toilet  accommodations  are 
inadequate  and  badly  arranged  for  a  place  of  this  character.  Moreover,  an  elevated  railroad  and 
several  trolley  lines  pass  in  front  of  the  building,  thereby  creating  a  noise  which  materially  inter- 
feres with  the  business  of  the  court.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the  summer  months,  when  the 
condition  of  the  weather  requires  the  windows  to  be  opened.  For  this  accommodation  the  City 
pays  a  rental  of  $1,000  per  year.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  if 
it  is  found  necessary  to  renew  the  lease  at  all,  it  should  be  limited  to  a  one-year  term,  and  that, 
in  the  meantime,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  new  quarters  tor  this  judicial 
chamber. 

Concerning  the  question  of  new  quarters  for  this  court,  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  1897  definite  steps  were  taken  by  the  old  Department  of  City  Works  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  to  fit  up  the  oH  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house,    on  Gates  avenue,  near 
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Marcy,  for  district  court  purposes.  These  plans  and  specifications  are  now  on  file  with  this 
Department,  and  the  work  might  be  taken  up  from  the  point  where  it  was  left  ofif  by  the  Brooklyn 
authorities  before  consolidation,  and  quickly  carried  out.  The  project  would  have  to  be  adver- 
tised and  bids  for  the  work  solicited  as  soon  as  funds  were  provided.  The  original  plans  of  this 
structure  meditated  the  occupancy  of  the  projected  building  by  the  Second  District  Municipal 
Court,  and  the  present  Sixth  District  City  Magistrates*  Court.  The  former  was  to  be  located  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  building,  and  the  latter  on  the  lower  floor.  Both  of  these  tribunals  arc 
now  occupying  leased  property,  for  which  the  City  is  paying  a  combined  rental  of  $2,350  per 
annum.     This  amount,  you  will  observe,  is  equal  to  4  per  cent,  interest  on  158,500  per  year. 

On  July  26,  1897,  bids  were  received  for  remodeling  this  building,  as  per  the  plans  and 
specifications  referred  to  above,  as  follows  :

These  figures  make  an  average  price  of  $24,755  ^or  the  work  complete. 

I  should  say  that  $25,000  would  be  required  now. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  urge  upon  you  too  strongly  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  securing 
the  necessary  funds  to  make  the  required  alterations  for  court  purposes  in  this  former  station- 
house  building.     Briefly,  a  few  of  them  are  : 

Interest  on  cost  ($25,000),  at  4  per  cent.,  $1,000  as  against  rentals  of  $2,350  ;  two  courts  in 
one  building  ;  judicial  chambers  situated  away  from  the  noise  of  an  elevated  railroad  and  of 
trolley  ;  better  light,  ventilation,  toilet  accommodations  ;  offices  and  rooms  so  arranged  as  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  courts  in  the  best  possible  manner  ;  wide  staircases,  commodious  cells, 
record  rooms. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I  desire  to  place  before  you  some  facts  from  the  records  of 
this  Department  which  were  gathered  for  the  benefit  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  William  Walton, 
when  this  project  was  under  consideration  in  the  fore  part  of  1898.     In  substance,  they  are  : 

*  The  Board  of  Estimate  in  1896  appropriated  for  use  in  1897  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  making 
alterations  and  repairs  to  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Ninth  Precinct  Police,  on  Gates 
avenue,  near  Marcy  avenue.     On  March  ii,  1897,  orders  were  received  from  the  then  City  Works 
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Commissioner  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  and  cause  advertisement  to  be  made  in  the 
corporation  newspapers,  in  his  name,  for  estimates  for  doing  the  work.  The  first  advertisement 
appeared  on  June  22,  1897.  Proposals  were  received  July  6, 1897.  The  lowest  estimate  exceeded 
the  appropriation  by  $8,742.  Orders  to  modify  the  plans,  if  possible,  to  cover  an  expenditure 
within  the  appropriation  were  issued.  This  it  was  found  impossible  to  do  along  the  lines  of 
good  workmanship.  On  July  12,  1897,  orders  to  readvertise  for  bids,  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  City  Works,  on  a  modified  plan  were  issued.  This  was  done,  and  five  estimates 
were  received.  These  estimates  again  exceeded  the  amount  of  the  appropriation.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  City  Works  applied  to  the  Common  Council  for  a  transfer  of  $7,000  from  unexpended 
balances  to  the  account  of  altering  the  old  Ninth  Precinct  Station-house.  This  resolution  was 
passed,  but  whether  or  not  the  amount  was  ever  set  aside  by  the  Comptroller  does  not  appear. 
On  August  24,  1897,  orders  were  issued  to  make  a  contract,  in  the  name  of  the  Commissioner  of 
City  Works,  with  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  at  the  price  set  lorth  in  their  proposal  of  July  26,  1897,  for 
the  sum  of  $21,875.  This  contract  was  signed  by  M.  Gibbons  &  Son,  their  sureties,  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  City  Works  and  the  Mayor  and  attested  by  the  then  City  Clerk.  It  was  for- 
warded to  the  Comptroller  for  certification.  As  far  as  can  be  learned,  that  contract  was  never 
certified  ;  at  least,  notice  to  this  effect  was  never  received  here.'  *' 

The  above  report  is  made  to  me  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  this  Department  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  I  have  to  recommend  that,  in  renewing  the  lease  about  to  expire,  for 
court  purposes,  that  it  be  made  for  one  year  only,  and  that  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  pro- 
vide the  necessary  funds  for  altering  the  building  above  mentioned  and  putting  it  in  proper  con- 
dition for  occupancy  by  the  courts  indicated,  thereby  making  a  substantial  saving  in  rentals  to 

the  City.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  that  such  a  system  would  be  against  the 
best  interests  of  the  city.     They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Law  be  and  it  is  hereby  discharged  from  further  considera- 
tion of  the  matter,  and  that  it  be  placed  on  file. 

An  Ordinance  granting  to  the  Union  Advertising  Company  the  right  to  establish,  maintain  and 
operate  a  system  of  trash  receptacles  in  The  City  of  New  York.  , 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York  : 

Section  i.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  the  Union  Advertising  Company  to  establish,  main- 
tain and  operate  in  and  along  the  streets,  squares,  avenues,  alleys  and  sidewalks  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  from  the  day  of  the  enactment  of  this  ordinance,  a 
system  of  boxes  or  receptacles,  contrived  and  intended  for  the  temporary  reception  and  accumu- 
lation of  waste  paper,  trash  and  litter. 
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Sec.  2.  The  said  boxes  or  receptacles  shall  be  constructed  of  sheet  steel,  or  of  other 
equally  desirable  metal,  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  and  shall  not  be  larger  than  the  following 
dimensions,  to  wit :  The  said  receptacles  shall  set  upon  legs  not  more  than  eight  (8)  inches  high  ; 
the  receptacle  proper  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty-six  (36)  inches  high  by  twenty-five  inches  in 
its  greatest  width,  and  eighteen  (18)  inches  in  its  narrowest  width.  The  receptacle  shall  have  a 
top  eighteen  (18)  inches  high  with  a  sign  on  the  top  thereof  not  more  than  six  (6)  inches  in  height. 
These  shall  be  designed  and  contrived  in  a  suitable  manner  for  the  temporary  reception,  deposit 
and  accumulation  of  waste  paper  and  other  trash  and  litter  liable  to  be  thrown  upon  the  streets, 
but  shall  not  be  used  for  the  deposit  of  ashes,  water,  garbage,  or  animal  or  vegetable  offal.  They 
may  be  placed  in  and  along  the  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks  of  The  City  of  New  York  at  the 
corners  or  intersections  of  the  streets  or  other  suitable  places  thereon,  to  be  selected  by  the  said 
Union  Advertising  Company,  and  the  number  of  boxes  shall  not  be  less  than  3,500.  The  said 
boxes  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  sidewalks. 

Sec.  3.  The  Union  Advertising  Company  shall  keep  and  maintain  the  said  boxes  or  recepta- 
cles in  a  neat  and  sanitary  condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  do  so  without  expense  to  The  City  of 
New  York.  The  said  Union  Advertising  Company  is  hereby  granted  the  privilege  for  a  period 
of  twenty  years  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  ordinance,  to  erect  and  maintain 
such  boxes,  and  as  full  compensation  therefor  is  gi^n  the  further  right  and  privilege  of  placing 
advertisements  on  said  boxes  or  receptacles,  for  its  benefit,  provided,  however,  that  no  advertise- 
ment which  is  of  an  immoral  or  disreputable  character  shall  be  placed  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  City  of  New  York  shall  at  such  times  and  as  frequently  as  shall  be  necessary 
remove  all  waste  paper  and  other  litter  that  may  have  accumulated  and  shall  be  cast  or  deposited 
in  said  boxes  or  receptacles. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Union  Advertising  Company  shall  pay  to  The  City  of  New  York  for  the 
privilege  hereby  granted  the  sum  equal  to  12^  per  centum  of  the  gross  amount  derived  by  it  as 
revenue  from  such  advertisements,  which  said  amount  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  20th  days 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  and  every  year. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  Union  Advertising  Company  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York  within  thirty  days  after  the  enactment  of  this  ordinance  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  of  the  covenants  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
which  bond  shall  be  approved  as  to  form  and  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  its  sureties  by  the  Comptroller 
of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  become  operative  until 
such  bond  is  approved  and  filed  as  aforesaid.

Gentleme.n — Since  January  i,  1898,  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  The  City  of  New  York  have 

illegally  levied  assessments  under  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  in  relation  to  local  improvements  in 

the  Town  of  Flatbush,  and  the  acquisition  of  the  rights  of  a  plank  road  company  in  s<iid  town," 

being  chapter  161  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  in  that  said  assessments  were  levied  in  bulk,  and  not  in 

installments,  and  that  in  laying  the  same  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  its  amendments  and 

modifications  were  not  complied  with. 

By  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  it  is  provided  that  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
or  charged  upon  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York  except  where  otherwise  provided  by  the  Charter 
(sec.  46).  Among  the  powers  formerly  authorized  to  be  exercised  by  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Brooklyn  were  the  following  : 

"Sec.  15.  Whenever  the  attorney  and  counsel  of  the  city  shall  be  of  opinion  that  any 
proceeding  or  assessments  for  local  improvements  are  invalid  and  void  by  reason  of  irregularity 
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in  the  conducting  or  laying  the  same,  he  shall  forthwith  report  such  opinion,  and  the  reasons 
therefor,  to  the  common  council,  and  the  common  council  shall  enter  an  order  in  their  minutes  of 
proceedings  declaring  such  assessments  invalid  and  void,  and  the  said  assessments  shall  thereupon 
be  held  and  deemed  to  be  invalid  and  void,  and  the  said  common  council  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  cause  the  amount  of  such  assessments  to  be  reassessed  and  to  have  new  pro- 
ceedings taken  and  reassessments  made,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  proceedings  and 
assessments  should  have  been  made,  and  such  new  proceedings  and  reassessment  shall  have  the 
same  effect  as  the  original  proceedings 'and  assessments  would  have  had  had  they  been  properly 
taken  and  made.'' 

{Tit.  X.,  chap.  583,  Laws  1888.) 

"  Sec.  18.  In  any  case  where  an  assessment  for  local  improvement  has  been  heretofore  levied 
and  confirmed,  and  the  whole  or  a  part  of  which  remains  unpaid,  the  common  council  shall  have 
power  (if  they  shall  be  satisfied  that  injustice  has  heretofore  been  done  to  the  parties  assessed),  to 
direct  a  new  assessment  to  be  levied  for  the  amount  remaining  unpaid,  with  the  interest  thereon. 
They  may  enlarge  and  extend  the  district  heretofore  assessed  as  ihey  may  deem  just  and  equi- 
table, and  the  board  of  assessor-s,  in  levying  and  assessing  said  new  assessments,  shall  credit  to 
all  parties  who  may  have  paid  the  previous  assessment  the  amount  so  paid  by  them  respectively 
and  their  property  shall  be  liable  only  for  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  new  assessment,  over  and 
above  the  amount  so  paid  by  them  respectively,  and  all  proceedings  for  levying,  confirming  and 
collecting  said  new  assessment  shall  be  as  is  now  provided  by  law." 

(Tit.  XIX.,  chap.  583,  Laws  1888.) 

By  chapter  356  of  the  Laws  of  1894  all  the  territory  comprised  within  the  Town  of  Flatbush, 
in  the  County  of  Kings,  was  annexed  to  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  was  thereby  made  subject  to 
and  governed  by  the  same  laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  said  city  as  constituted  at 
the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  that  act. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  assessments  under  chapter  i6i  of  the  Laws  of  1889,  enumerated  in 
the  schedule  marked  **  A,"  annexed  to  the  inclosed  proposed  ordinance,  laid  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  of  The  City  of  New  York  since  January  i,  1898,  and  which  were  laid  in  full,  and  not  in 
installmcMt^,  are  invalid,  illegal  and  void,  in  that  the  Assessors  failed  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  act  itself ;  and  I  advise  you  that  it  is  your  duty  in  the  premises  to  declare  such 
assessments  invalid  and  void  and  to  direct  that  the  Comptroller  cancel  the  same  of  record. 

I  herewith  inclose  an  ordinance  for  adoption  to  accomplish  that  purpose,  which  I  advise  you 

it  is  your  duty  to  ordain.

-  We  believe  that  should  the  honorable  body  over  which  you  preside  authorize,  through  its 
appropriate  committee,  an  additional  hearing  or  hearings  upon  the  selection  of  a  route,  that  we 
will  be  able  to  demonstrate  that  the  route  selected  is  n^^  for  the  benefit  of  the  largest  number  of 
residents  in  the  Boiough  of  Brooklyn.  Another  and  totally  different  route  may  be  suggested,  the 
selection  of  which  would  not  only  invite  the  attention  of  contractors  other  than  the  railroad  cor- 
poration referred  to,  but  would  tend  especially  to  the  development  of  that  vast  section  of  the 
borough  south  of  Atlantic  avenue,  where  increased  transit  facilities  to  Manhattan  are  not  only 
most  needed  but  would  most  quickly  yield  return  to  the  city  in  a  vast  increase  of  taxable  values.

Whereas,  It  is  highly  important  that  our  street  signs  be  so  fixed  and  arranged  and  be  of  the  most 
legible  character  that  the  public,  whether  traveling  in  conveyance  or  on  foot,  should  be  afforded, 
as  it  is  justly  entitled  to,  the  very  best  means  that  will  tend  to  perfect  the  system  of  designating 
the  several  streets  and  avenues  of  our  city  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  our  Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  Lighting  and  Supplies  be  and  it  is 
hereby  instructed  to  give  this  matter  early  consideration,  to  study  the  proposed  plan  set  forth  in 
accompanying  papers,  which  papers,  including  the  diagram,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  made  part 
of  our  record,  to  hold  public  hearings  to  confer  with  the  Department  of  Public  Buildings,  Light- 
ing and  Supplies,  and  otherwise  obtain  the  consensus  of  opinion  on  this  matter. 

Resolved,  That  when  such  investigation  has  been  completed,  the  said  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings,  Lighting  and  Supplies,  shall  present  to  this  Board,  a  suitable  ordinance  that  will  tend 
to  satisfy  public  necessity  and  demand  in  the  direction  indicated.

Dear  Sir — Perhaps  you  will  remember  riding  in  my  company  one  evening  some  three  years 
ago  on  a  Madison  avenue  electric  car,  and  you  were  peering  out  of  the  window  trying  to  make 
out  the  names  of  the  cross  streets  as  we  flew  past,  and  I  remarking  that  if  I  had  the  power  or 
authority  I  would  mark  the  names  of  avenues  and  streets  on  the  street  lamps  so  that  any  one 
would  know  where  they  were.  (You  see  the  cars  go  so  fast  one  hardly  has  the  opportunity  to 
make  out  the  name.)  You  asked  what  I  would  do,  and  I  replied,  '*  Place  the  name  of  the 
cross  street  on  that  part  of  the  lamp  facing  the  roadway,  and  on  the  uptown  and  down- 
town sides  of  the  lamp  also,  and  the  name  of  the  avenue  on  that  part  of  the  lamps 
that  faces  the  buildings.*'  A  person  passing  through  or  along  the  avenue  don't  want  to 
be  informed  as  to  what  avenue  he  is  on,  but  does  want  to  know  what  street  he  is 
approaching.  A  person  on  a  cross  street  don't  want  to  be  told  what  street  he  is  on,  but  wants  to 
know  the  name  of  the  avenue  he  is  coming  to.  By  placing  the  street  and  avenue  signs  as  I  sug- 
gest, it  will  fill  every  want.  If  a  person  walking,  say,  on  Thirtieth  street  towards  Madison  avenue, 
he  sees  the  avenue  name  on  the  lamps  as  he  approaches  the  corner,  and  don't  have  to  step  into 
the  roadway  to  look  up  at  the  sign.  If  walking  on  the  avenue,  he  sees  the  street  name  or  num- 
ber whether  he  is  walking  north  or  south,  and  if  in  a  car,  sees  it  as  he  passes  the  comer,  and  is 
prepared  to  get  out  at  his  proper  street.  I  know  a  Commissioner  of  one  of  the  City  departments 
tried  the  experiment  of  fixing  lamp  signs  somewhat  in  this  manner,  but  he  did  not  go  far  enough. 
It  requires  four  (4)  signs  to  make  the  system  perfect,  and  he  had  only  three.  If  the  Municipal 
Assembly  should  give  him  authority  and  power  to  add  another  sign  to  the  lamps,  he  would  have 
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the  system  perfect.     I  will  remark  that  my  idea  is  not  copied  from  him,  as  it  was  at  least  a  year 
previous  to  his  attempt  to  reform  the  street  signs  that  I  mentioned  the  matter  to  you. 

The  world  moves  and  so  do  street  cars,  and  more  swiftly  now  ^han  in  the  days  of  the  old 
horse  cars,  and  street  lamps  on  corners  are  passed  in  a  jiffy,  mostly  too  quick  for  a  passenger  to 
catch  the  name  or  number,  while  if  the  names  were  on  the  roadway  front  of  the  lamps  it  would 
be  very  plain  to  all. 

I  hope  you  will  bring  this  matter  up  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  in  a  more  finished 
manner  than  in  these  crude  remarks. 

I  enclose  a  tracing  showing  in  a  plain  manner  what  my  proposition  is.  Of  course  this  idea 
can  be  modified  or  amplified  to  take  in  all  sections  of  the  city,  on  car  routes  and  off  them  too.

Dear  Sir — On  the  ist  instant  the  Fire  Commissioner  transmitted  to  this  office  complaint 
addressed  to  him  by  a  citizen  that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  fire-hydrants  on  Printing 
House  square,  or  Park  row,  and  Centre  street,  between  Chambers  and  Spruce  streets,  for  the 
protection  of  the  large  printing  establishments  and  buildings  from  fire.  After  due  examination* 
and  report  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  this  Department,  I  made  reply  to  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
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under  date  of  7th  instant,  that  the  complainant  was  wrong  in  complaining  there  were  only  two 
hydrants  covering  that  field,  as  there  are  four  hydrants  within  the  space  mentioned,  and  four  other 
large  hydrants  on  Mail  street,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  ;  further,  that  the  absence  of  a  water- 
main  on  the  westerly  side  of  Centre  street  and  Park  row,  fronting  on  City  Hall  Park,  and  the 
existence  of  large  vaults  in  front  of  the  printing  establishments  which  extend  into  the  carriageway, 
made  it  impossible  to  place  additional  hydrants  under  existing  circumstances.  Thereupon  I  re- 
ceived reply  from  the  Fire  Commissioner,  through  his  Secretary,  transmitting  and  approving  the 
following  report  by  the  Deputy  and  Acting  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department : 

'*  Respectfully  returned  with  the  information  that,  in  my  opinion,  additional  fire- hydrants  are

Sir — I  have  received  the  communication  of  March  15,  1900,  signed  by  your  Secretary, 
which  reads  as  follows  : 

"I  am  directed  by  the  Mayor  to  transmit  to  you,  herewith  inclosed,  a  Certificate  of  Tax 
Sale  issued  by  the  Registrar  of  Arrears  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  under  date  of  July  2S,  1886,  being 
registered  No.  6163,  relating  to  a  parcel  of  land  described  as  Lot  No.  i.  Block  197,  in  the 
Twenty-fourth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  also  a  receipt  of  Edward  Gilon,  Collector  of 
Assessments  and  Arrears,  dated  March  5,  1900,  for  $220.62,  paid  upon  application  for  assign- 
ment of  said  Certificate  of  Tax  Sale. 

"  I  am  further  directed  by  the  Mayor  to  request  your  opinion  as  to  whether  his  signature  is 
necessary  to  an  assignment  or  transfer  of  this  certificate,  and  if  so,  whether  the  pre>requisites  to 
an  assignment  or  transfer  of  the  same  have  been  complied  with,  and  particularly  whether  the  pro- 
posed assignment  indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  certificate  is  correct  and  formal.'' 

In  reply  thereto  I  would  say  that  the  assignment  of  the  certificate  under  consideration  seems 
to  have  been  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  title  VIIL  of  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  Brooklyn.  This  title  provided  among  other  things  for  the  sale  of  lands  for  the  non-pay- 
ment of  taxes  and  assessments,  and  section  4  provided  partly  as  follows  : 

"  The  City  of  Brooklyn  may  be  a  purchaser  at  any  sale  of  lands  under  the  provisions  of  this 
title  and  the  same  right,  title  and  eflFect  as  any  other  purchaser,  whenever  the  mayor,  comptroller 
and  corporation  counsel,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  so  determine,  and  the  certificates  of  such 
40 
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sale  to  said  city  shall  be  delivered  to  the  comptroller,  who  shall,  in  behalf  of  said  city,  cause  A 
notice  of  said  sale  to  be  served  on  the  owners  and  mortgagees  of  the  land  so  purchased,  as  pro' 
vided  in  section  5  of  this  title.  And  the  comptroller  may,  with  the  assent  of  the  mayor,  assign 
and  convey  any  of  said  certificates  or  the  right  and  title  of  the  city  in  any  lands  acquired  under 
such  sale  on  payment  of  a  sum  not  less  than  the  amount  which  would  be  required  to  redeem  such 
lands  under  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  assignment  of  certificates  here  authorized  related  only  to  certifi- 
cates of  such  sales  as  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  title  VIII.  of  the  Charter.  The 
certificate  of  sale  accompanying  your  communication,  however,  was  made  in  pursuance  of  a  sale 
had  under  chapter  114  of  the  Laws  of  1883.  This  act  was  a  special  act  relating  to  the  arrears  of 
taxes,  assessments  and  water  rates  existing  at  the  time  of  its  passage  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and 
provided  a  means  of  determining  what  proportion  of  such  arrears  should  fairly  be  paid  in  order  ta 
cancel  the  whole  indebtedness.  For  the  non-payment  of  the  amounts  so  fixed,  sales  of  the  prop> 
erty  affected  were  authorized.  The  benefits  and  penalties  of  this  act  were  limited  to  the  existing 
body  of  arrears.  No  such  provision  as  is  found  in  title  VIII.,  above  cited,  is  to  be  found  in  this 
act.  The  only  way  in  which  an  assignment  of  such  a  certificate  as  that  now  under  consideration 
could  have  been  made  was  by  authority  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  the 
only  legal  way  in  which  it  can  now  be  made  is  under  the  authority  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  as 
the  successor  of  the  Common  Council  in  that  respect. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  no  action  is  called  for  on  your  part  in  relation  to  this  certificate.

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows  : 

Section   i.    Section  108  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 

thereof  the  following  words:    ** Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  or 

require  any  other  alteration  to  existing  theatres,  music  halls,  concert  halls,  or  other  places  of 

public  amusement,  than  are  specified  in  this  section.    Any  buildings  now  erected  and  used  as  a 

place  of  public  amusement  may  be  occupied  as  a  concert  hall,  music  hall  or  theatre,  provided 

that  such  conversion  of  its  occupancy  is  possible  without  alteration  of  the  building." 

So  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Part  XXL 
Public  Buildings^  Theatres  and  Places  of  Assemblage. 

Section  108.  Public  Buildings — In  all  buildings  of  a  public  character,  such  as  hotels, 
churches,  theatres,  restaurants,  railroad  depots,  public  halls,  and  other  buildings  used  or  intended 
to  be  used  for  purposes  of  public  assembly,  amusement  or  instruction,  and  including  department 
stores  and  other  business  and  manufacturing  buildings  wliere  large  numbers  of  people  are 
congregated,  the  halls,  doors,  stairways,  seats,  passageways  and  aisles,  and  all  lighting  and 
heating  appliances  and  apparatus,  shall  be  arranged  as  the  Department  of  Buildings  shall  direct 
to  facilitate  egress  in  case  of  fire  or  accident,  and  to  afford  the  requisite  and  proper  accommoda> 
tion  for  public  protection  in  such  cases.  All  aisles  and  passageways  in  said  buildings  shall  be 
kept  free  from  camp-stools,  chairs,  sofas  and  other  obstructions,  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed 
to  stand  in  or  occupy  any  of  the  said  aisles  or  passageways  during  any  performance,  service, 
exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  ball  or  any  public  assemblage.  The  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
having  jurisdiction  may  at  any  time  serve  a  written  or  prmted  notice  upon  the  owner,  lessee  or 
manager  of  any  of  said  buildings,  directing  any  act  or  thing  to  be  done  or  provided  in  or  about 
the  said  buildings  and  the  several  appliances  therewith  connected,  such  as  halls,  door.^,  stairs, 
windows,  seats,  aisles,  fire-walls,  fire-apparatus  and  fire-escapes,  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  or  require  any  other  alteration,  to 
existing  theatres,  music  halls,  concert  halls  or  other  places  of  public  amusement  than  are  speci- 
fied in  this  section.  Any  buildings  now  erected  and  used  as  a  place  of  public  amusement  may 
be  occupied  as  a  concert  hall,  music  hall  or  theatre,  provided  that  such  conversion  of  its  occu- 
pancy is  possible  without  alteration  of  the  building. 

Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

On  and  after  May  i,  1901,  every  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who  or  which  owns 
or  operates  on  any  elevated  railroad  station  in  The  City  of  New  York  any  coin-controlled  auto- 
matic instrument  or  machine  for  the  sale  of  chocolate,  candy,  chewing  gum  or  other  commodities, 
shall  pay  annually  for  the  use  of  The  City  of  New  York,  a  license  fee  of  thirty  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  instrument  or  machine,   containing  not  more  than  two  slots,  and  for  each  such 
instrument  or  machine  containing  more  than  two  slots  ten  dollars  additional  thereto  for  each  slot 
in  excess  of  two. 

Sec.  2.  Said  license  fee  shall  be  paid  between  May  i  and  May  15  of  each  and  every  year  to 
the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  and  upon  receipt  of  such  {««»  ^^®  ^^^^^  °^  ***^  bureau  shall  issue  to  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  paying  such  fee   ^  ^rit^^^  ^^  printed  license  which  shall  describe 
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the  character  of  such  instrument  or  machine  in  detail  with  its  number  or  other  identifying 
mark,  the  number  of  slots  therein,  the  commodity  or  commodities  which 
the  same  is  intended  to  sell  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  owner 
or  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  or  which  operates  the  same,  and  of  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  who  or  which  pays  said  license  fee.  Said  license  shall  also  de-cribe 
in  detail  the  location  where  it  is  intended  to  use  or  operate  such  instrument  or  machine.  No 
such  instrument  or  machine  shall  be  used  or  operated  on  any  elevated  railroad  station  in  The 
City  of  New  York  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Said  license  shall 
be  produced  for  inspection  at  any  time  upon  the  demand  of  any  duly  authorized  officer  or 
employee  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  time  of  the  payment  of  such  license  fee  as  aforesaid,  the  chief  of  said  bureau 
shall  also  issue  to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  paying  such  license  fee  a  printed  slip  or  tag 
which  shall  describe  in  detail  and  give  the  number  or  identifying  mark  of  the  instrument  or 
machine  for  which  said  license  fee  shall  have  been  paid,  and  the  location  where  the  same  is 
intended  to  be  used  ;  and  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  receiving  said  slip  or  tag  shall  imme- 
diately upon  the  receipt  thereof,  firmly,  securely  and  permanently  attach  the  same  in  a  conspicuous 
place  to  the  instrument  or  machine  designated  therein. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bureau  of  Licenses  is  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  monthly 
inspections  of  such  instruments  or  machines  on  the  elevated  railroad  stations  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  and  shall  seize  and  forthwith  destroy  any  and  every  such  instrument  or  machine,  and  the 
contents  thereof,  which  may  be  found  on  said  elevated  railroad  stations  in  The  City  of  New 
York  on  which  said  slip  or  tag  does  not  appear,  or  if  said  slip  or  tag  does  appear,  then  any  such 
instrument  or  machine  the  slip  or  tag  of  which  designates  a  different  instrument  or  machine  from 
that  on  w^hich  said  slip  or  tag  appears,  or  any  such  instrument  or  machine  the  slip  or  tag  of  which- 
designates  a  different  location  from  that  in  which  said  instrument  or  machine  is  found. 

Sec.  5.  The  placing,  maintaining  or  operating  on  any  such  elevated  railroad  station  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  or  any  such  instrument  or  machine  to  which  there  shall  not  first  have  been 
securely  and  firmly  attached  the  slip  or  tag  herein  provided  for,  or  for  which  there  shall  not  have 
been  first  paid  the  license  fee  herein  provided  for,  or  which  is  of  a  different  size,  or  is  found  in  a 
different  location  from  that  designated  in  the  slip  or  tag  attached  thereto,  shall  be  a  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  thirty  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  of  such  use. 

Sec.  6.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby 
repealed.
